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DEDICATION 


I am dedicating this writing to Shirley “Shy” Callaghan, who was a 
colleague of my husband and a friend to our entire family. 

I appeared before the District 9 school board 11 March 1982 in 
an attempt to have the Eagle Point High School stadium named in his 
honor. I presented a petition signed by 230 local people who were 
friends, co-workers, and students of Shy. They chose to do otherwise, 
so now I make this my tribute in honor of one of Eagle Point's finest. 

Shy Callaghan came to Eagle Point with his wife, Jessie, and 
daughters, Ellen and Joanie in 1947. He came as a teacher and also 
coached varsity football, basketball, and baseball for several years. 
Jessie taught in the elementary grades. 

In 1956, he became vice principal of the high school, taught 
classes, coached junior varsity basketball, and was student council 
advisor. The following year he became high school principal. He gave 
up coaching the school teams at this point, although he was involved 
with the women's softball league. He served as principal until 1960, 
when he took a year’s leave of absence (due to poor health). 

When Shy returned to the school district, he taught classes in the 
high school until 1964 when he again coached junior varsity basketball. 
The following year, he became varsity coach and under his guidance, 
the Eagles won district championships in 1965 and 1967. With that 
title, they played in the state tournament. 

Shy became boys' counselor in 1968 and served in that capacity 
until his retirement in 1975. He continued with the district as a 
substitute teacher until his death in December 1981. (He had 
substituted on the very day he was killed.) 

It was in 1956 that Shy had become affiliated with the women's 
softball team. He was both manager and coach, and in 1957 the team 
took the name Dairy Maids under the sponsorship of the Southern 
Oregon Milk Producers League. Their home field was at the White City 
Veterans Administration athletic field. The Dairy Maids won state 
championships in 1958, 1961, and 1963. 

Shy's activities were not just limited to the school district. Being 
civic minded, he was a member of the Eagle Point Lions Club for many 
years and served the City of Eagle Point on the budget committee, was 
a city councilman, and was Mayor of Eagle Point. 





He received a citation from President Richard Nixon for 15 yeas 
of volunteer service to the Selective Service System. 

As to the man himself, Shy lived what he taught. He was a good 
example to his students and never made a scene in front of fans at 
games. He said what he had to say very quietly and firmly and was 
respected by all who knew him. 

Last of all, his own skill in athletics led him to be named to the 
Hall of Fame at Western Montana College, his alma mater. He had been 
an outstanding athlete in Both high school and college, and he was a 
friend to be remembered. 


THE OLD 
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AYRES 


Fielden J. Ayres was born in Indiana circa 1855. He married Charlotte 
Watkins, born circa 1861, and they lived in lowa before arriving in Oregon in 
1878. 

They bought a piece of property from her father, Christopher Watkins 
(see Watkins, vol. Il), in the Butte Falls area near Lick Creek. Fielden later 
homesteaded in the Reese Creek area where he raised hogs and cattle. 

The children of Fielden and Charlotte were: Roseanna, married LeRoy A. 
Smith 16 December 1914, died 1955; Margaret E., married William Perry 4 
March 1907. died 1944 (see Perry vol. I); and Amos E. 

Amos married Mary May Trusty (see Trusty, vol. I) in Eagle Point 25 
December 1915. He was appointed as the Eagle Point Depot Agent for the 
Pacific and Eastern Railroad and they moved into the depot in 1916. The first 
overseas shipment of fruit (to Liverpool, England) was shipped while they were 
there. There were also shipments of manganese ore from Lake Creek during 
World War I. 

Three children were born to Amos and May: Francis Clifferd, Clinton, and 
Keith. Clifford was born 24 April 1917 at the depot. He married Marion Hurd 
in California, while serving in the U. S. Army during World War Il. He was the 
manager of the First National Bank in Central Point before retiring in 1972. 

Clinton married Shirley McCulloch at Reno, Nevada and they had three 
sons: Richard F., Gary L., and Bill. Following a serious logging accident, Clint 
and Shirley created and operated the Lazy A Trailer Park on Old Highway 62 
until they retired. 

Richard F. (Dick) was born 31 January 1944 at Medford. He served in the 
U. S. Army after which he married Judy Wilson 27 November 1970 at Reno. 
They had two sons, Thomas and John R. Dick was killed in a logging accident ] 
February 1980 at White City. Their son, John (born 3 June 1972), died 17 July 
1997 in a motorcycle accident near Redmond. 

Gary married Charlotte Zimmerlee 7 September 1963. They have five 
children: Gary Lee Jr., born 21 August 1964; Stacey Leigh, born 23 February 
1966; Tanya Jean, born 13 September 1967; Brandon James, born 6 July 1978; 
and Sierra Dawn, born 26 March 1980. 


Bill married Linda Albert and had a son, Wesley James, born 16 March 
1966. They divorced and he /ater remarried and had Jenette Lorraine , born 28 
April 1971, and Clinton Dean, born 23 December 1974. 


CHAMBERLAIN 


In 1933, Edward R. and Clara L. Chamberlain moved to Eagle Point. 
The family had arrived in the Rogue Valley in 1929, living first in Grants 
Pass and then in Ashland. 

Ed was born 25 March 1889 at Stockton, Kansas and married Clara 
Lambert there on 21 February 1913. She was also a native of Stockton, 
having been born there 25 March 1892. Both Ed and Clara graduated 
from Kansas Wesleyan Business College at Salina, Kansas. 

Soon after their marriage, they moved to Square Butte, Montana 
where they homesteaded a wheat and horse ranch. Later they moved to 
Sand Point, ldaho and owned a livestock ranch. Ed also served as a 
Justice of the Peace while in Idaho. 

It was in 1935 that they located on the property where their son, 
Dick, now resides (on Brownsboro Highway). They celebrated their 50th 
wedding anniversary there in 1963. 

As well as operating a dairy ranch, Ed also was very active in civic 
affairs. He participated actively in the Eagle Point Grange, served on the 
Eagle Point School Board, and was a director for the Farm Home Loan 
Administration and the Little Butte Irrigation District. He died ] 1 
September 1966 and is buried at Hillcrest Memorial Cemetery. 

Clara worked as a bookkeeper prior to her marriage. After her 
children were grown, she opened the Town and Country Dress Shop in 
Eagle Point as a co-owner/operator with Doreen Vaughan. That business 
thrived in Eagle Point and later in White City until 1966, Clara having sold 
her interest in 1964. She, too, was involved in community activities and 
was named Eagle Point's Mother of the Year in 1958. She died in 1976 at 
the age of 84 and is also buried at Hillcrest Memorial Cemetery. 

Eight children were born to Ed and Clara: Kathleen (Kay) died 2000, 
married Dale E. Burns who died in 1984; Clyde E.; Marian, married 1939 
Charles Sturgill who died in 2001; Georgia Vo), married Wilson H. Smith 
who died in 1999; Raymond Benjamin; Jack L.; Gene F. (twin to Jack), 
Medford dentist, married Glenna Tilgner in 1951, had four children: 
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Steven, Lori (Amo), Wendy (Collins), Julie (Bickle); and Dick L. 

Clyde E. (Buzz) was born 15 September 1915 while the family was 
still in Montana. He served with the U. S. Army during World War Il and 
later was an investment planning and insurance counsellor. He had two 
daughters, Kristin and Lee Ann (Ernandes). He died in April 1972 and is 
interred at Siskiyou Memorial Park. 

Raymond B. (Ray) was born 20 July 1920 at Sand Point, Idaho. He 
served in World War Il and married Harriet Hagen 9 June 1946 in Portland. 
He was a logger for many years. At the time of his death on 3 November 
1975, he was employed with the U. S. Forest Service as a heavy 
equipment operator. His children include Rick, Petra (Cole) and Anne 
(Murphy). His wife, Harriet, is an accomplished pianist and taught piano 
for many years. Ray is buried at Memory Gardens. 

Jack (and Gene) was born 23 March 1927 in Samuels, Idaho. He 
served in World War Il with the 98th General Hospital. In 1949 he married 
Jeanne Adamson (see Adamson Vol. I). He worked in the lumber industry 
in the Fortuna, California area, retiring in 1994. Jack and Jeanne had four 

children: Karen Gohnson), Rod, Brad, and Jay. He died 4 January 2002 
and is buried at Sunrise Cemetery in Fortuna. 

Dick L. married Carolyn Fichtner in November 1959 in Medford. He 
attended Southern Oregon College of Education (now SOU) in Ashland 
and is now retired from the insurance business. His daughters are Tracy 
and Jill. 

Ed's brother, Frank A. also moved to Eagle Point with his wife, 
Goldie. They were active members of the Eagle Point Grange and Goldie 
was well known for her hand woven rugs. Their children: Paul A., 

Charles, Maurice, and Anna Beryl (Mrs. Cecil Norris Kee). 


CLYMER 
by Barbara Clymer Hutchinson 


Glenn Clymer was born in Mount Vernon, Ohio on 9 February 
1906. His parents were Uriah Smith and Effie Mable Giddings Clymer. 
The Clymers had four children of whom Glenn was the oldest. There 
was Anna, born in 1907; Carroll (boy), born in 1909; and Alden, born 
in 1913. 

The Clymers moved to Montana and when Glenn was a teenager 
the family moved to Southern California. On 25 April 1930 in 
Glendale, California, Glenn married Carol Josephine Smith. Glenn 
worked as a carpenter after their marriage, which was during the 
depression. Their first daughter, Barbara Jean, was born 21 April 
1931. In the spring of 1932, Glenn, Carol, their infant daughter, 
Glenn's parents and brothers packed all their belongings into an old 
Model T Ford truck and started out for Oregon. With many flat tires 
and some engine trouble, the trip took ten days. They were not sure 
the old truck would make it over the Siskiyou Mountains, but they 
finally made it and Barbara took her first steps in Medford. 

Glenn and Carol moved to the Coquille area where they had two 
more children: Dorothy Louise, born 12 November 1933 and Wayne 
Smith, born 21 June 1935. In 1936 they lived in Bandon when the 
town burned to the ground. Glenn and Carol bravely fought fire all 
night and managed to save their residence, one of the few in the 
neighborhood that was saved. Anna took all the kids to the beach 
where they saw the library blow up; it looked like fireworks. Later 
Alden took Anna and the kids to Coquille, out of the fire zone. 

Glenn and his brothers worked in sawmills and had their own 
broom handle business before moving to Medford in 1940. That 
summer they lived in "Tent City" (where North Medford High School 
now stands); they had never experienced such extreme heat as during 
that summer. Glenn was working on Camp White. 

After work and on weekends, Glenn built a 36 ft. trailer house. 
By fall, Glenn, Carol and the children had moved into the trailer and 
when the work on Camp White was finished, Glenn went to work on the 
Medco railroad. The trailer was moved to Butte Falls in 1941. Many 
nights Glenn had to get up in the middle of the night, hearing the 
lonesome distress whistle of the Medco train. He had to repair the 
tracks so the train could continue on its way. 








In 1942, the Clymers moved to Eagle Point. They parked their 
trailer temporarily behind the old post office along with Oscar and 
Emma Frei. That lot is still vacant at the corner of Loto and Platt. The 
Clymers bought a lot on Royal from Victor Hay for $75 and built a 
house on that site along the Butte Creek side of South Royal. 

Glenn worked as a mechanic at the Eagle Point Garage. He also 
worked with German prisoners at Camp White, teaching them 
mechanics. Then he became a janitor for the Eagle Point School 
District. On the side, he set up a TV and radio repair shop at his 
house. 

In later years, he retired from the Rogue Valley Manor and lived 
in the Eagle Point Senior Housing and spent many volunteer hours 
helping to build the new Senior Center. 

Carol was civic minded and joined the Eagle Point Grange, Garden 
Club, and the Home Extension. She also played the accordian and 
formed a band which played at the Oasis and Wagon Wheel (a well 
known dance hall in Medford.) She was also a member of the Crater 
Lake chapter of Daughters of the American Revolution. 

Childhood memories of Eagle Point were happy times, such as 
going to Grange box socials and dinners, swimming in the old hole on 
Butte Creek above Butler's Dam, and climbing to the top of the "E", 
then having to wash good with Lifeboy soap so we wouldn't get poison 
oak. 

Neighbors and friends like the Jacksons, Carlson, Hays, Grebs, 
Brunswicks, and others would get together at the school grounds on 
weekends and play baseball or workup. On Sundays, Mrs. Robinson's 
grandson, Richard McCorkle, would come over and a bunch of kids 
would take a picnic lunch and hike in the local hills. Oh, yes, we taught 
Freddy Hay how to ride his bicycle. There were also many years of 4-H 
and 4-H summer camp, summer school, fair, and state fair which took 
up the summers. 

Glenn was a volunteer fireman for many years in Eagle Point and 
never knew when he would be called out. 

Along with school consolidation, we saw the Camp White gym be 
installed on its present site and some barricks buildings installed next 
to it to form the "new" high school. It is now the junior high. 

Carol died in 1978. Dorothy graduated from Eagle Point High 
School and went to college in Santa Barbara, married Woody Wilson 
and had two children, Debbie and Ricky. 


Wayne graduated from Eagle Point and went into the U. S. Navy. 
When he returned home he got a job with Medco. He married Joyce 
Staats and they have three children: Teresa, Kenny, and Cindy. 

Barbara graduated from Eagle Point High School in 1951 and 
married Ralph Humphrey 8 June 1951. They have four children: 
Louise (Mrs. Thomas Nelson), born 1952; Reva (Mrs. George Adams), 
born 1954; Charles, born 1956; and Judy, born 1962.

Reuben Perry Daw, son of Jesse Wayne and Tillitha (Twineham) 
Daw, was born 22 February 1865 in Mendocino, California. The family 
had come originally from Kentucky to Indiana, and finally to California. 
Reuben married (1) Belle Tindall in 1888. In Jacksonville, Oregon on 25 
October 1896, he married (2) Mae Nancy Johnston, a daughter of Noah 
Ridgeway and Martha Matilda (Sprowl) Johnston. Noah served with the 
3th Infantry of lowa during the Civil War. 

Reuben farmed in the Trail area. He and Nancy’s children were: 
Frank Reuben, Cyril Wayne, Lorance, Theodore Roosevelt, Loretta Mae, 
and Vivian Blanche. Reuben died 27 May 1913 and is buried in the 
Antioch Cemetery. 

After Reuben’s death, Nancy married (1) Bill Finley and (2) Joe 
Coleman. When her father died Nancy was awarded Incapable 
Guardianship of her mother, then 73 years of age. Nancy died 28 June 
1956 and is also buried in the Antioch Cemetery. 

Frank, known as Jack, was born 12 August 1897 in Medford. He 
married Helen James in 1922 and they lived in Dunsmuir, California 
where he was the Chief of Police. He was murdered while on duty and 
the people of that small community took it upon themselves to lynch the 
perpetrators. This occured in 1935 and a book entitled “A Little Hanging” 
was written by Allen Murrey of Yreka, California. The Boston Shaft 
Memorial is in honor of Frank ‘lack’ Daw. He had a son, Robert. 

Cyril was born 9 August 1900 and married Vera Althea Hudson, 
with whom he had Vera Mae, Cyril Reuben, and Hazel Loretta. They lived 
in Northern California and Cyril died 21 January 1971 in Mt, Shasta. 

Lorance, born 8 December 1902, married Velda Boovman and had 
a son, Lorance Charles, who died as an infant. His principle place of 
residence was Ashland. He died in November of 1968 and is buried in 
the Antioch Cemetery. His mother, Nancy, had purchased plots there for 
herself and each of her children. 

Theodore, known as Teddy, was born 6 December 1904. He 
married Velma Hannah in 1928 and worked in mills in Jackson and 


Klamath Counties. (See Hannah.) He had experience in every phase of 
millwork and was for many years a millwright. Teddy and Velma had a 
son, Theodore Wayne, and a daughter, Shirley. He died 20 February 1979 
and is buried at Antioch. 

Loretta, born 7 November 1908, married Frank Neisham and lived 
in the Dunsmuir area. They had a son, Teddy, and a daughter, Nancy. 
She died in Redding, California 12 December 1975 and is buried in the 
Antioch Cemetery. 

Vivian was born 14 July 1911 and married Ed Dalmer. They lived in 
Prineville where daughters Beverly and Gloria were born. 
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EDMONDSON 


Benjamin Franklin Clark Edmondson was born 3 August 1832 in 
Georgia. His wife, Elizabeth Ann (called Annie) was born ] February 1846 
in Illinois and they came to the Rogue Valley in the 1870's. Apparently 
they came by way of California as several of their children were born 
there. Benjamin operated a sawmill in Butte Falls. 

Their children included: William Lee, born 16 March1864 in 
California, died 14 October 1937; Albert C., born circa 1867 in California, 
Margaret E.; Charlotte, born circa 1876 in California; Ora, born 1880 in 
Oregon; and Benjamin Franklin (Il). Annie died 8 March 1926, Ben died 6 
November 1921. 

Margaret was born 12 November 1877 in Oregon. She married 
James |. Patton,who was born 26 April 1855, and had the following 
children: Mildred (Higginbothem); Lelah (Stuckey); Harold E., whose wife’s 
name was Evangeline, and Charles Irven, born 12 November 1894. 
Charles married (1) Alvhild Romtvedt who died in Eugene in 1941, (2) 
Geanette Smith Maxwell, and died 10 February 1980 in Grants Pass. He 
is buried in the Butte Falls Cemetery. Margaret died 23 October 1963 
and James 27 March 1934. 

Benjamin Franklin (I), son of Benjamin and Annie, was born in 
1882 in Oregon. He married Kizzie Hale, born 24 January 1885. Kizzie 
worked for the Butte Falls School District, was the town recorder for 2] 
years, and was the librarian for the city library. Among the six children 
born to them was a set of twins, Lola (Steagall) and Lelola (Chambers), 
and Benjamin Franklin (Ill, called Frank). Benjamin (I) died in 1955 and 
his wife, Kizzie, died 2] July 1971. 

Frank (l/l) was born 16 February 1915. In Klamath Falls on 25 
September 1937, he married Arduth Stevenson. Their two children are 
Arduth (Neuroth) and Terry, who married Nan Grow. Frank and his family 
lived on a ranch but also owned and operated the Butte Falls General 
Store and Tavern for many years. In the 1960’s he became a packer for 
the Federal Government. He also worked for Medco and Dwayne Burton 
Logging. He served on the Butte Falls School Board for several terms. 
Frank died 22 April 1997. 


GREB 


Mr. and Mrs. John Christian Greb came to Southern Oregon from Valley 
City, North Dakota in 1908. John’s wife was the former Louisa Rose Paetow. 
The children of John and Louisa were John C. Jr.; Foster H. (Buster); Clarence J. 
(Dobe); Alvin (Debs); Harold Elmer (Bud); Myrtle (Mrs. Bell); Frances; Elsie (Mrs. 
Hershel); and Edith May, born 25 November 1903 in North Dakota, died 10 July 
1921 in Ashland. 

John Jr. was born 13 January 1899 at Valley City. He was one of the first 
to be drafted for World War | service from this area and was trained as a barber. 
On 27 April 1937, John married Gertrude Fredenburg. They took up 
housekeeping on a farm across from the Von der Helens on Meridian Road. 
John followed the barbering trade as well as farming. In 1946, they moved to 
the 407 Orchards where he worked for eight years. In June of 1954, they 
moved to Central Point where he died 12 July of that year. John and Gertrude 
had two daughters, Barbara and Patricia. 

Foster, also known as Foss, was born 7 November 1904 at Valley City. In 
Medford on 4 October 1930, he married Marcia L. Whaley. He was a charter 
member of the Eagle Point Fire Department in 1937. Although he was an 
orchardist most of his life, he also operated Foss's Billiards in Medford until 
1965 when he retired. Foss and Marcia had five children: Marcia married Lloyd 
Dodenhoff, Janet R. (Griffith); Judy (Mrs. Terry O'Connor); Foster H. Jr. married 
Constance Messal 4 December 1964 in Medford; and Warren E. Foss died in 
December 1972. 

Clarence J. (Dobe) was born 15 November 1906 in Berthold, North 
Dakota. He married Freda O. Chambers in Medford on 15 October 1931. They 
operated a dairy on Highway 62 between Barton Road and the Cinderella 
Subdivision. Dobe served on the board of directors for the Eagle Point 
Irrigation District for many years. Their children were Ted, Jack, Bob, Tom, 
Freda (Davis), Ruth Johnson, and Louisa, who married Lloyd Breeding and died 
in 1971. Dobe died 17 October 1993 and his wife, Freda, on 31 August 1994. 
Both are buried at the Central Point Cemetery. 

Frances, also a North Dakota native, became a school teacher at age 18. 
She taught at Brownsboro for a number of years. She married Adam M. Miller 
and had one son, Harold Elmer. 

Harold (Bud) was the only one of the siblings to be born in Oregon (circa 
1910). He was an orchadist, a logger, and he also dealt in real estate. He had 
a son, John H. 

Alvin was born 11 April 1908 at Chico, California as his family was 
traveling from North Dakota. He married Geraldine Harper, and at first worked 
as aranch hand. He later worked for the Oregon State Highway 
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Dept. as well as operating a dairy on Ball Road. Their children are Gloria 
(Mrs. Harold Holloway); Ron, who married Sally Rodgers, and Alvin Darrel, 
who married Nadra Moore. Alvin died 22 November 1979 and is buried 
at the Antioch Cemetery. 

Four generations of Grebs have graduated from the Eagle Point 
Schools. Because of their tall stature, the boys were quite athletic. 
(Opposing sports teams have been known to ask if Eagle Point would ever 
run out of Grebs.)

HANNAFORD 


James G. Hannaford married Mary Zirelda Lockhart nee Stelle in 
Missouri 16 June 1904. She had been born 2 December 1876 at Union 
City, Missouri and had two children, Gladys May and Leonard Lockart, by 
a previous marriage. 

The Hannafords lived for a time in Missouri, then came to Eagle 
Point by way of Idaho. They arrived here in 1921]. 

Four children were born to James and Mary: Hattie L., Mary Helen, 
and Stella. James died in 1961 and Mary in September 1962. She is 
buried in the Central Point Cemetery. 

Philip was born 16 June 1905 in Alba, Missouri. He was married 
several times, lastly to June Adams 30 September 1967 in Grants Pass. 
He had one daughter, Phyllis, with his first wife, Margaret Brophy. A 
veteran of World War Il, he worked in road construction upon his return to 
the valley. He was a foreman for the Jackson County Road Department at 
the time of his retirement. He died circa 1981. 

Mary was born 19 May 1912 while the family was living in Potlatch, 
ldaho. When she attended school in Eagle Point, she was editor of the 
school newspaper and played on the girls championship basketball team. 
She later worked as a telephone operator for the Eagle Point exchange. 

On 12 August 1933, she married Rudolph Weidman in Medford. 
Rudy worked in the trucking industry. Four children were born to Mary 
and Rudy: Carol, Vance, Georgia, and Ron. Rudy died in 1991 and Mary 
on 26 December 1995. 

Gladys married Lewis E. Robertson and they reared a family of 11 
children. See Robertson for more on this family. 

Stella married Harold Van Scoy and moved to California where he 
was a heavy equipment operator. They had three children, Robert, Nedra, 
and Christy. Both Stella and Harold died and are buried in California. 

Hattie, born 27 July 1907 in Alba, Missouri, married Millard E. 
Robertson 21 May 1930 in Medford. Millard was a heavy equipment 
operator and they both enjoyed fishing. Millard died in 1987. Hattie died 
29 July 1996 and is buried at Memory Gardens Memorial Park. 
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HANNAH 


A covered wagon was the conveyance which brought Josiah and 
Mary S. (Caldwell) Hannah to Jackson County in 1862. With them came a 
son, Joseph Carter, and a daughter, Jemima Leake, who died March 31, 
1910 unmarried. 

One of the items the Hannahs had brought with them in their move 
west was a potter’ s wheel. With this they augmented their income by 
making pottery, using local clay, which was sold far and wide. This 
tradition was handed down for three generations and some pieces are 
still in the possession of family members. 

Josiah was born June 10, 1810 in Kentucky, while Mary was born 
circa 1810 in Ohio. Their trek began in Fulton, Missouri and ended on 
the west side of the Rogue River, south of Shady Cove, where Josiah was 
engaged in farming. He died August 21, 1884 and she died circa 1885 
(aged 75). Both are buried in the Antioch Cemetery. 

Joseph, born August 27, 1839 in Ohio, married Sedotha Lane 
Stanley on January 29, 1877 in Jackson County. “Dotha” was born May 5, 

1856 in Missouri. Her parents were Arrad Comstock and Sarah (Burns) 
Stanley. A. C. Stanley was a doctor in Gold Hill and they resided near 
Table Rock. 

Following their marriage, Joseph and Dotha homesteaded next to 
his father’s place. They also bought adjacent property so that their 
holdings soon encompassed what has been more recently known as the 
Espourteille Ranch. 

The children of Joseph and Dotha: Arrad S., born November 29, 
1881, died August 24, 1884; Joseph Carter, Jr., born June 4, 1884, died 
unmarried August 15, 1959; Mary Susan (“Maisie”), born March 1, 1881 
at Trail, married Timothy William Daily; Jemima Leake, born September ], 
1890 at Trail, died unmarried October 4, 1971 at Medford, and Jasper 

Burns, born 27, 1880 at Trail. 

A school district was created in 1885 at Debinger Gap, and became 
known as District 50. The school was located on Rogue River Drive and 
was attended by children from 2 miles north of Dodge Bridge to Long 
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Branch Road and across the hill toward Beagle. It disbanded in 1913 and 
the children were assigned to adjacent districts closest to their homes. 

Jasper B. married Lillie Rachel Macklin September 1, 1901 on Dry 
Creek (now Rogue River Drive). Lillie was born January 24, 1886 at Trail 
to William and Susan Elizabeth (Hodges) Macklin. Following their 
marriage, Jasper and Lillie’s address was Etna, as they lived on some of 
the original Hannah land. 

A favorite avocation for Jasper was horse racing. He was also adept 
at making pottery for which the Hannahs were so well known. 

Jasper and Lillie had Odessa Viola, born July 26, 1902 at Trail, 
married Ralph Hoskins May 24, 1918 at Jacksonville, and died June 5, 
1925 at Medford; Velma Lena, born October 18, 1904 at Trail, married 
Theodore Daw, and died April 21, 1996 at Medford; and Jasper Everett, 
born September 18, 1908 at Trail. 

Jasper Everett (“Everett”) married Vera Jocelyn Adams July 10, 1930 
in Medford. She is a daughter of Milo Bernard and Martha (Hill) Adams 
who was born June 23, 1914 at North Bend, Oregon. They presently 
reside on Rogue River Drive and are the parents of Everett Jasper, Thomas 
Dale, and Judith Elaine. 

In 1935, Everett was hired to transport the children from the 
former Debinger Gap District to Long Mountain School. Later he was 
hired to take the children from both districts to school in Eagle Point. 
Though living in a remote area for that era, the education of their 
children was obviously of prime concern. 

Some of the allied families from this area are Flury, Black, 
Heckathorn, Fry, Hannaford, and McDaniel. 
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HOEFFT 


Among the early settlers who made their homes at Lake creek was 
Karl Hoefft, who was born 7 October 1849 in Germany. In making his 
way across this country, he met and married Louisa Brandt, a native of 
Ilinois. 

The Hoeffts came from Germany on the same ship as Augusta and 
Mary Edler. The two families came to the Rogue Valley together. Karl 
and Louisa built their home on the South Fork of Little Butte Creek. He 
died there 28 January 1918. 

Karl and Louisa had a daughter, Elizabeth, who died 28 August 
1918 at Lake Creek at age 35. (She and her father are buried in a private 
grave site on Lost Creek area.) They also had two sons: William and 
Theofield John. 

Theofield and Maysel Eleanor Meehan were married 6 May 1917 in 
Medford. Their son, Harlan Lyle, was killed during World War Il and 
daughter, Lotus June, died in 1972. June worked for Harry and David 
Holmes at Bear Creek Orchards in their IBM Dept. and was one of the 
earliest computer operators in this area. Maysel died 30 January 1980. 

William and wife, Ethel.nee Van Dorfy, had Edith, born 5 March 
1924, and Mark William, born 9 November 19178. 

While serving with the U. S. Army during World War Il, he met Eva 
Grainger in England. They were married at Macclesfield, England on 7 
July 1944. Mark and Eva had William, Donna, and Thomas. Eva died 9 
February 1976 and Mark died 15 November 1981. 

Edith married Gil Ruozi in 1943. They had two daughters, Patti and 
Sherry. Some years later, Edith married Orin Austin.

HOUSTON 


Milton A. Houston arrived in Jackson County in 1864, having come 
first to California in 1849. He married Mary Allen Phillips in 1853. He 
was born 12 November 1830 and Mary was born in 1827. Both were 
natives of Missouri. 

Milton was a farmer and settled in the Beagle area. At one time he 
served as postmaster of that community. 

Four of the children of Milton and Mary were born in California: 
Cynthia L., born 1855, married a Rodgers; John A.. born 1857; James 
Porter; and Andrew R, born 10 June 1863 and died 6 September 1881]. 
One child, William, was born circa 1865 after the family arrived in 
Oregon. 

James Porter was born 8 April 1860. His wife’s name was Minnie B. 
(born circa 1862) and they had a daughter, Alma, born in 1880. He was 
also a farmer and had land next to his father at Beagle. James died 2] 
September 1884 and is buried at the Antioch Cemetery. 

Milton died 6 January 1923. His wife, Mary, died 4 December 
1907. Both are buried at the Antioch Cemetery. 
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HUMPHREY 


Charles Jackson Humphrey was born 1 May 1878 in Eau Claire 
County, Wisconsin and married Zora E. Mock in 1898. Zora was born 
in New Webster, Indiana on 9 November 1884. They lived on an 
Indian reservation and worked with the Indians for a time. Their first 
daughter, Bertie Alice, was born on the reservation in 1904. They had 
two more children who died as infants. 

They came to Oregon in 1908 and staked out a homestead in the 
Derby area. Robert Ray was born to them 23 September 1909 at 
Derby. The Humphrey children attended the Derby School. Charlie 
built the Derby store about 1912 and operated it for several years. 

The family then moved further down the Butte Falls Highway and 
became dairy ranchers. Robert and Alice then attended the Reese 
Creek School. Charles died in 1956 and Zora in July 1971. 

Robert met Beulah Denton Waddell, daughter of Claude Walter 
and Grace Mae (Briscoe) Waddell, when they were children in Reese 
Creek and they later attended Eagle Point High School together. 

Beulah was born 23 November 1914 in Boulder, Colorado. Rob and 
Beulah were married 13 January 1931 in Rogue River. 

Alice married (1) Raymond Bilderback and they had three 
children: Ray, Mary, and Betty Zoe. She married (2) Mr. Turley and (3) 
Kenneth Cardin. 

Robert and Beulah started their own Grade A dairy a few miles 
down the Butte Falls Highway from Charlie and Zora. They had two 
children who were both born at home on that ranch: Ralph Donald 
was born 27 January 1932 and Roberta Darlene was born 20 
September 1935. Ralph and Darlene walked several miles to the Reese 
Creek School until its consolidation with Eagle Point in 1945. They 
were then bussed to Eagle Point, where they both graduated from high 
school. 

Ralph was an accomplished pianist and played for the Eagle Point 
Community Church. He was active in 4-H, as well as The Eagles Quill 
(EPHS paper), Jr. Red Cross, and helped his dad milk cows twice a day. 
He also was a member of the basketball team and participated in the 
school drama class. 

Ralph's father, Robert, was on the school board in Reese Creek 
and when the school consolidated, he served on the Eagle Point School 
Board for about ten years. 


Ralph graduated in 1950 and in the fall went to Seattle Pacific 
College as a pre-med student. He soon changed his preference as a 
major to education and transferred to Southern Oregon College of 
Education (now SOU). 

Rob and Beulah sold the ranch in 1956 and located in Sams 
Valley. They later moved to Medford and maintained a house there 
while living most of the year in a cabin at Fort Dick, California for 16 
years. Rob died 18 July 1988; Beulah resides in Medford. 

Darlene married Donald Cattanach, who taught school in Eagle 
Point, in January 1953. They had three children: D'Ann, Debra Deena 
(died as an infant), and Duane. D‘Ann is a professional musician. 

Ralph married Barbara Clymer 8 June 1951. He continued his 
education and after receiving a bachelor of science degree in education 
from SOCE and a master degree from Stanford, they moved back to 
Eagle Point with their children. They were active members of the Eagle 
Point Jaycees and Jayceettes. They spent many hours helping to build 
the Eagle Point Scout Community Building for the use of service and 
youth groups, as well as many other community affairs. (That building 
has since been taken over by the city and is now used by the Headstart 
program.) 

Ralph became a teacher in Eagle Point and later was assistant 
principal. He was instrumental in designing the GLenn D. Hale School 
and in 1962 became its first principal. He was there five years and 
then helped design the White City Elementary School. He transferred 
there to become its first principal in 1967. The new school was not 
finished at the beginning of the year, so they held classes at the VA 
Domiciliary until it was completed. The students were a welcome 
addition for the residents. 

In about five years, Ralph transferred to the Educational Service 
District where he was instrumental in bringing Chapter I and other 
government monies to the valley. He also started SWARD and the 
handicapped programs. Ralph died 12 June 1977 while attending an 
educational conference at Wemme in Central Oregon. He was only 45. 

Barbara married again in 1983 to Bill Hutchinson and still lives 
in Eagle Point. She served as a secretary for the Eagle Point Schools 
for 15 years and retired in 1985. 

The children of Barbara and Ralph are Roberta Louise, Reva 
Marie, Charles Douglas, and Judy K. Roberta Louise was born 7 
December 1952 in Ashland and graduated from EPHS in 1970. She

Franklin Berkley Inlow and Dr. Henry T. inlow were two sons of 
Abrham and Nancy E. (Thomas) Inlow of Bourbon County, Kentucky. 
They first came to Oregon in the 1850's, first to Marion County and then 
on to Polk and Benton Counties. 

Henry T. married Elizabeth Robertson and they had: Armalda, born 
circa 1846 in Missouri; Cornelius, born 1849, Missouri; Martha Jane, 
married George Hill 10 September 1879; Henry, born circa 1864, Oregon, 
and Lee, born 1868, Oregon. 

Franklin married Matilda Jane Zumwalt on 23 December 1858 at 
Dallas in Polk County. She was born in 1840 in St. Charles County, 
Missouri and was the daughter of Isaac and Sarah (Crow) Zumwalt. who 
came to Oregon in 1846. 

Children born to Franklin and Matilda while in Polk County were: 
/sabella, born 1860, died 1861; Frank Belton, born 1865, died 24 April 
1949; John Henry, born 1870, died circa 1934; Nada Ambre, born 1872, 
died 2 May 1894; and Ada Amazon, born 1874, married George Whitaker 
10 December 1898, died 31 July 1902. ° 

In 1875, Franklin moved his family to Eagle Point, following his 
brother who was already established as one of the early doctors in the 
area. Franklin purchased 2.37 acres from his brother, Dr. Henry inlow. 

It was in 1877 that Franklin succeeded Andrew J. McNeil as 
postmaster, a position he held until 1889. The post office was then 
housed in the general store operated by the Inlows. The location was in 
front of the family home at 419 North Royal. 

Matilda died in 1877 and Is buried in the old Ashland Cemetery. 
Franklin then married Serepta Ellen (Winters) Morrison on 17 November 
1881. Serepta was the widow of Felix Morrison and had one son, Arthur, 
by that marriage. She was born in the area of Benton County. Two sons 
were born to Franklin and Serepta: Fred Eber and Harvey Edgar. 

Harvey was born 17 December 1886 at Eagle Point. In 1907 he 
married Eva L. Skaggs. He attended Southern Oregon Normal School in 
Ashland, Pacific University in Forest Grove (LLB), the University of Oregon 
in Eugene (MA), and Stanford University in California. 


Harvey was Superintendent of Schools at Forest Grove (1913-18) 
and Pendleton (1920-29). He was appointed president of Eastern Oregon 
Normal School at LaGrande when the school was established in 1929. He 
held that position until 1937 when he resigned to accept a job as 
Professor of Oregon History at Oregon College of Education at 
Monmouth. 

Professor and Mrs. Inlow had four children: Eva Hope, who taught 
at Baker High School and died in June 1936; Burke, on the faculty of 
Princeton University; Mrs. Alice Polk of Corvallis; and Mrs. Jean Stier of 
Vancouver. Harvey died ] January 1948 following a heart attack. 

Fred Eber was born 12 August 1882 at Eagle Point. His wife was 
Sarah Marguerite whom he married 16 November 1903. She had been 
born § November 1885 in Langels Valley in Klamath County. They lived 
at Trail where his father, Franklin died in March 1904. Franklin is buried 
in the Trail Cemetery. 

Eight children were born to Fred and ‘Maggie’. They included Nada 
Ambre, married (1) Jesse Potter and (2) Fred Blayden; Fred Elvin, married 
Inez Hicks Randall and (2) Hildred Bergman, Ethel Irene, married Glen A. 
Crowl; Gladys Eva, married (1) Oran Randall and (2) Joe Silva; Alma 
Marguerite, married Myron A. Howell; and Harvey 
Berkley, married Lyla Grace Wayman. 

Fred and Maggie were divorced and he married, secondly, Thelma 
Pauline Cox on 10 December 1925. Fred died in March 1942 at his home 
on Canyon Creek near Trail. Maggie died at her home in Medford on 26 
November 1942. 

Fred Elvin Inlow has spent many years gathering data on Oregon 
Pioneers and has contributed greatly to the collections of the Oregon 
Historical Society and the Southern Oregon Historical Society. He and his 
wife, Hildred, returned to Eagle Point for their retirement.

He worked in the lumber industry and has two children by 
a previous marriage. 

Hazel Mae was born 17 September 1937 at Applegate and married 
Ervin John Siebrecht, a construction worker. Their children: Launee Gaye, 
Cindy Kay, Neil Ervin, Nancy Faye, and Dina Renae. 

Kenneth was born 20 December 1938 at Westside and married

Charles and Lulu Oswald came to the Rogue Valley from the 
Willamette Valley after 1890 and settled in the Wellen area. They had 
three sons: Benjamin J., Joseph Paul, and Charles. 

Benjamin was born 17 July 1903 at Wellen. He was a logger, miner, 
and watchmaker and was living near Jacksonville at the time of his death 
5 October 1978. 

Joseph was born 22 October 1895 at Wellen. He served with the U. 
S. Navy during World War | and worked for the U. S. Forest Service upon 
his return. He died 27 September 1983 and is buried at the V. A. 
Cemetery in Eagle Point. 

Charles married Mary Ann Allen 8 October 1908. She had been 
born 11 January 1892 in Riddle to William and Eliza Allen. Charles and 
Mary Ann had three sons: Charles B., Edward D., and Victor L. Charles 
died in 1970 and Mary Ann 25 June 1984. Both are buried in the lOOF 
Cemetery in Central Point. 

Victor was born 26 April 19172 at Weed, California and married 
Nadine Slack in Medford 24 June 1929. He served in the U. S. Army Air 
Corps in World War Il and worked as a sawyer for Olson Lawyer Lumber 
Company in White City. He and Nadine had a son, Carll. Victor died 15 

July 1980 and is buried in the Hillcrest Memorial Cemetery in Medford. 

Edward had a ranch adjacent to his family’s original homestead and 

had a son, Wayne, and a daughter, Jo Ann. 


Several members of this family still reside in our community. 


PUTMAN 


The progenitors of the Eagle Point family are George Francis (‘Dad’) 
and Minnie L. Geyer Putman. George was born in McNary County, 
Tennessee 22 February 1872, a son of Jeremiah Michael Putman. Minnie 
was born 25 April 1877 at Graham, Missouri. They were married at 
Graham 30 November 1899. 

As a young man, George had learned about milling from his father. 
He also worked as a butcher prior to his marriage. 

George and Minnie were the parents of james Edwin, Francis, Louis, 
Christina, Florence, and Minnie. They moved their family to the 
Rogue Valley in 1925 where they farmed and worked in saw mills. 

They established themselves in Eagle Point on 20 November 1932 
with farming in mind but that idea went awry when a situation at the grist 
mill caught George's attention. 

The mill had fallen into disrepair and the machinery was in pieces. 
Mrs. Campbell, president of the bank who owned the mill at that time, 
had hired a couple of inexperienced men to reassemble the parts. they 
were unable to do the job and asked the Putmans (Dad, Ed, and Frank) for 
help. 

When the job was nearly completed, Mrs. Campbell appeared and 
offered to sell the mill plus a parcel of land to them. The trio signed a 
note, she signed the deed, and Putman Brothers Feed & Seed came into 
being. 

Ed, the eldest son, was born 1 September 1900 in Graham, 
Missouri. Following the death of his mother on 1 December 1937, he 
lived with his father, sister Christina Linder, and her two boys. He was 
active in both civic and fraternal affairs. At the time of his death, he was 
in his second term as Mayor of Eagle Point. He died 12 February 1962 as 
he prepared to leave home for a meeting of the City Planning 
Commission. 

Frank married Gertrude Adamson, daughter of George and 
Johannah Adamson. (See Adamson Family in Vol. 1) They made their 
home on North Royal next door to George. Two daughters were born to 
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Frank and Gertrude: Diane, who married Gary Hess, and Celia, who 
married Michael Ashby. 

Christine had married and was living in San Francisco. She came 
home to Eagle Point with her son, John, to join her father and brothers. 
George was born soon after. She worked in the school cafeteria for a 
number of years. 

George married Laree Cowden Pech and lives in Eagle Point where 


he is active in community affairs. John married Patricia Murphy and also 
lives in Eagle Point.

Ed Putman 
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RAGSDALE 


The first of this name in Jackson County was Alfred F. Ragsdale 
who was born in Georgia circa 1820. He came to this area in 1872 and 
settled at Salt Creek where he farmed (see Vol. I). His wife, Malinda W. 
Taylor, was born in Indiana circa 1832 and they were married 2 July 
1872. 

Alfred and Malinda were still here in 1880 but they sold their ranch 
on Salt Creek soon after. 

We next find Frank Ragsdale and his wife, Jane, in the Sams Valley 
area. Jane was born in 1850 and died in 1923. Both are buried at the 
Antioch Cemetery. There is no evidence of Alfred and Frank being 
related (although the name is rather unusual), so it must be coincidental 
that they chose this area. 

The children of Frank and Jane were: Jessie L.; Mary J., born 15 July 
1873, died 22 February 1885; John E. ‘Bud’; Wilmer; and Wesley, married 
Etna Chamberlain. Frank was a farmer, but he also worked for the Forest 
Service. 

Jessie was born 8 May 187] at Beagle. He married Hattie Dawson 
in 1900 and they homesteaded up Trail Creek in 1898. Their children: 
Claude A., born 22 July 1901, married Hazel Moss (born 17 April 1907), 
died 24 September 1971, Jesse Wilmer, born 10 October 1905, died 7 
January 1962; Wesley, born 9 September 1909, died 17 September 1956 
(served in Signal Corps in World War I); Franklin Levi, born 26 September 

1909, married Ruth Tison, died 3 March 1973, Mabel; Glenn E. born 22 
July 1917, died 8 July 1967, and Charles B. ‘Burt’, born 5 August 1921, 
married Viola Cooper, died 30 May 1982. 

Wilmer married Arlee C. Damoth 10 May 1928 in Medford. Arlee 
was a native of Reed City, Michigan and was born 5 August 1909. They 
had a daughter, Marie Harper and a son, Arnold. Arnold was born at Trail 
17 February 1929. He married Joan M. Davis 10 June 1950 at Reno and 
died 25 February 1997. 

Mabel, born 22 July 1922, married LeRoy William Wehde 3

He served in the Field Artillery in World War Il. 

John lost his sight at the age of six while playing with bows and 
arrows. He was fortunate enough to attend the School for the Blind in 
Salem, although it meant being away from his family. After completing 
his education, John came back to Eagle Point and operated a store. He 
married Helen Howard in Medford 14 August 1928. Helen was the 
daughter of Henry and Eliza Howard and was born 16 September 1911 at 
Limerick, Saskatchewan, Canada. 

Together, John and Helen owned and operated a concession stand 
at the Jackson County Court House. They also delivered the Little Butte 


Star Route for many years. They enjoyed caning and had quite a reputation for 
the many chairs they had repaired. They had two children, Juanita Flores who 
died in 1992, and Vernon. John died circa 1988 and Helen on 17 July 1999. 
They are buried in the Trail Cemetery. 

Vernon, son of John and Helen, was born 6 November 1929. On 28 
October 1950, he married Eileen Pollock. He worked for the Eagle Point Post 
Office, Medco, and also was a real estate agent. Their two children: Vicki Wyatt 
and Rick. 

A third family of this name, with no apparent relationship, lived in the 
Lake Creek area. John L. Ragsdale and his wife, Ora E., came some time during 
the first decade of the twentieth century. Their children included Wallace W.,; 
Ray; Marvin; Tyrus; Rodney, who died young; Thomas; and Nancy. 

Thomas served in World War Il and lived in Hawaii and San Diego. Tyrus 
was a Seabee and settled in Sacramento following the war. 

Marvin married Edna Mae Turpen on 28 December 1949. Edna was a 
native of Oklahoma born 4 January 1913. She had a daughter, Joyce E. 
(Athanas). A daughter, Sharon (Bigham), was born to Marvin and Edna. They 
worked together in the logging industry for many years. Edna died 23 June 
1999. 

Ray was a logging contractor and also had portable sawmills. He and his 
wife, Gladys, lived in the Alta Vista area. They were active in the Eagle Point 
Lions Club for many years. Their children were Arlin, Russell, and Carla. 

Nancy was born 2] December 1907 at Lake Creek. On 3 July 1930, she 
married lvan Davies. Nancy's interests were artistic in nature, dealing mainly 
with pottery and the fine arts of oil and water color painting. She was active in 
the Southern Oregon Society of Artists (as was Ray's wife, Gladys). Nancy and 
lvan had two daughters, Patricia Davies (Price) and Lovelle Jane (Fairweather). 
Nancy died 27 October 1987. 

Wallace was born 24 July 1911 at Lake Creek. In Medford on 6 June 
1934, he married Dorotha Meyer (see Meyer Vol. |) Wallace was a logging 
contractor by trade. He and Dorotha were also active in the Eagle Point Lions 
and they spent a /ot of time traveling in the Southwest as well as in Mexico. 
Their children: Tessie (Mrs. Robert Fisher) and Barbara (Crocker). Wallace died 
8 January 1997 and Dorotha on 9 August 1997. They are buried in the 
Brownsboro Cemetery. 
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STOWELL 


George W. and Mary Frances Stowell came to Eagle Poirt between 
1870 and 1880. George was a native of Ohio and Mary was born 1 
May 1856 at Oregon City. The children of George and Mary were: 
Mary E. (born 30 July 1879, died 19 August 1886, buried Brownsboro), 
Elizabeth (married Aaron Smith), Dolly (Rounseville) Cora (married 
john Smith), George H., Pearl Morgan, and John E. George W. died in 
1905 and Mary in March 1936. They are buried in the Central Point 
Cemetery. 

George H. was born 15 November 1875 in Eagle Point. He 
married Ruby Young 2 June 1946 in Reno, Nevada. Ruby, a daughter 
of Patrick W. Haley, was born 5 October 1886 at Independence, 
Oregon. She was the widow of Nicholas Young who died in 1944 (see 
Young, Vol. I.) 

George and Ruby were active in the Eagle Point Grange for many 
years. George died in December 1950 and is buried in the Siskiyou 
Memorial Park. Ruby died in June 1973 and is buried in the Central 
Point Cemetery. 

John E. married Ollie V. Weaver in Jacksonville 11 February 1906. 
Ollie had been born 12 March 1887 in the Applegate area. Their 
children were Arthur, Tommie, Evelyn (kelly), Myrtle (Williams), and 
June (Smith). John died in 1962 and Ollie in 1968. 

Pearl M. was born 6 November 1884 in Eagle Point and was a 
farmer. In 1936 at Shady Cove, he married Susie Jane Mitchell nee 
Woolley. He died in 1963 and is buried in the Sams Valley Cemetery.

TRUSTY 


John Henry Trusty was born 4 April 1853 in Texas County, Missouri. He 
married Lovey Jane, daughter of Sylvester and Matilda Nelson, who had been 
born in 1854. 

They arrived in Medford by trail 22 September 1901 with their children: 
May, born 27 April 1893, Douglas County, Missouri, married Amos Ayres (see 
Vol. I! under Ayres); Rufus; Emma, married a Mr. Childreth; Ellsworth; James F., 
born 1886, died 1966; George W., born 1884, died 1933; Thomas Marion; and 
Henry. 

The family settled on Elk Creek Spring in 1902, where Henry farmed ona 
homestead. Most of the sons went into the logging industry. John Henry died 
in 1939, his wife, Lovey died 16 July 1942. 

In Medford on 19 January] 914, Rufus married Louise C. Fraley. She had 
been born 2 December 1890 in Lincoln Nebraska. He worked for the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. Their children were: William Waldo, married Edith Alice 
Woolhiser 1 October 1937; Barbara Jean, and Francis G., born 4 February 1920, 
married Edna Mary Griffin 18 May 1970, died 30 May 1981. Louise died 10 May 
1978. 

Ellsworth married Christine Petrick, who had been born 24 April 1900. 
He died 23 March 1970 and his wife died 27 February 1983. 

Thomas Marion was born 2 March 1896. During World War | he served as 
a Pfc. from Oregon in Company M of the 76th Infantry. He died 11 December 
1966. 

Several members of this family are buried in the Trail Cemetery. 
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TUNGATE 


A native of Lee county, lowa, Francis Marion "Frank" Tungate was born in 
1838 and settled in Butte Falls in 1876. His wife was Tabitha A. Watkins, 
daughter of Christopher Columbus and Margaret (Robinett) Watkins. Tabitha 
was born in 1848 in Missouri (see Watkins Vol. I). Frank died 7 July 1919. 

Frank was a son of Jeremiah and Dorcas (Brewer) Tungate. Jeremiah was 
born 2 March 1815 and fought in the Black Hawk War. He came to Jackson 
County with his second wife, Nancy Montgomery, whom he married in 1850 in 
Missouri following the death of Dorcas. Nancy was born 26 August 1823 and 
died 2 April 1901. Jeremiah died 22 April 1900 and both are buried in the 
Medford IOOF Cemetery. 

The children of Frank and Tabitha include: Jeremiah, died young (born 
and died in Missouri); Curtis, born 1870 in Missouri; Mary Caroline, born 1873 
in Missouri, married Emanuel Poole (see Pool-Poole Vol. l); Emma, born 1876 in 
Oregon, Ira, born 1879 in Oregon; and Jasper, born 3 September 1882 in 
Oregon. 

Jasper, called Jack, married Blanche A. Smith 18 November 1903. They 
had eight children: Wanda, born 21 October 1906; Merritt, born 4 January 
1909; Gladys Lucille, born 13 February 1911; Raymond, born 2 November 
1913; James Riley and Francis Marion (twins), born 23 March 1916, Herbert 
Elroy, born 6 January 1920; and Lloyd Ellsworth, born 1 February 1923. All are 


now deceased. Jack and Blanche are buried in the Butte Falls Cemetery. Many 
descendants of this family are still in the area. 


WADDELL 


Claude Walter Waddell was born 21 March 1891 at Grassy Creek, 
North Carolina, a son of James Emery and Manda Jane (Plummer) 
Waddell. He met and married Grace Mae Briscoe in June 1914 at 
Boulder, Colorado, where he had been working in a coal mine. 

Grace, born 23 June 1895 at Horton, Kansas, was the daughter of 
Lloyd and Melvena (Baum) Briscoe. 

Three children were born to them while living in Colorado: 
Beulah Denton, born 23 November 1914; Evelyn, born in February 
1916, and James Emery, born in September 1919. In 1925, they 
bought a ranch on Ball Road, having come from Colorado by way of 
Southern California. With them came Grace's parents, the Briscoes. 
Grace's sister, Hazel Shaw, was living in Eagle Point at the time. 

Two more boys were born to them on the Eagle Point ranch: 
Glenn, born in September 1926, and Junior (Claude Walter), born in 
October 1930. The children went to school at Reese Creek and then on 
to Eagle Point High School. 

Grace raised turkeys and Claude had milk cows on their ranch. 
After Claude developed emphysema from working in the coal mines in 
his early years and could no longer work the ranch, it was sold and 
they moved into Eagle Point for a time. Then they moved to Medford 
where Claude died 17 April 1965; Grace died 15 July 1977. 

Beulah married Robert Ray Humphrey 13 Jaanuary 1930. They 
had two children, Ralph Donald and Roberta Darlene, who were 
brought up on their ranch on the Butte Falls Highway. 

James married Doris Hunter 15 November 1941. They had three 
children all born in Ashland: James Emery, Sandra Kay, and Richard 
Lance. James worked for Pacific Northwest Bell from which he retired 
in 1986. He died in March 1987; his wife lives in Ashland. 

Glenn W. married Opal Jackson 19 July 1947. They lived in Eagle 
Point for a time and then moved to Medford. All three of their 
children were born in Medford: Kenneth Wayne, Shelley Renee, and 
Gayle Marie. Glenn also worked for Pacific Northwest Bell. 

Junior married Dorothy Damon in 1951 and had three girls: 
Linda, born November 1951; Laura, born December 1953; and Connie, 
born 15 January 1956. He had a ranch on Ball Road near his parents 
and worked for Medco. They have since sold their ranch and live in 
Eagle Point. Linda married Richard Holzhauser and has Steven and 
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John; Laura married Dennis Sutton and has Larry and Samuel; and 
Connie maried Scarbrough and has Joshua and Samuel. 

Evelyn married Bob Cowden and had two daughters, Joyce and 
Laree. Bob married, secondly, Florence Crandall, who raised Evelyn's 
girls and had three more boys: Wesley, Terry, and Richard. Laree 
married Roland Pech and had two daughters. She then married George 
Linder 17 July 1971 and later served as mayor of Eagle Point. 
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WATKINS 


Christopher Columbus Watkins was born circa 1815 in Athens 
County, Ohio. His wife was Margaret Robinett, also born in Ohio circa 
1814. 

Leaving Ohio, they went to Missouri for a few years before 
beginning their trek to Oregon. They traveled by rail to Redding, 
California where they were met by George Beale, who drove them by team 
to the Big Butte area. They arrived in the fall of 1877. 

Several of their children also came to Oregon: John, married Nancy 
Roush; Tabitha A., married Frank Marion Tungate,; a daughter who 
married George W. Beale; Charlotte, married Fielden J. Ayres (see Ayres, 
vol. I); and James B. 

They settled at first near Lick Prairie where the Tungates and Beales 
lived. John also lived in the Big Butte area. James, then 15 years of age, 
lived with his parents. 

A few years later, they moved to Reese Creek, as did the John 
Watkins-and Fielden Ayres families. 

In the spring of 1882, Christopher leased a ferry boat from R. H. 
Brown which he operated near the Givans property. 

As James matured and finished his scant education, he bought 
some property at Reese Creek. He married Mary E. Wooley 13 July 1889 
in Jacksonville. Mary had been born 26 August 1874 at Empire. 

In 1897, James and Mary sold their place and took their family to 
Covella, Washington where he worked on a big wheat farm. They stayed 
until 1902, when they returned to homestead at Big Butte. He became 
involved in the timber industry with B. H. Harris. Later they sold the 
homestead at Butte Falls (renamed from Big Butte) and again bought 
property at Reese Creek. 

The children of James and Mary are: Fred, born 5 August 1890, 
married Helen Johnson, died 14 August 1919; Roy, born 21 September 
1894, died 1961; Ray, born 1897, died 1958; Nora, born 1 January 1900; 
Dorothy, married a Mr. Olson; and one other daughter. 

Mary died 17 June 1956. 
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WEEKS 


George W. Weeks came to Oregon from Warren Pennsylvania and 
married Suzanne Johnson nee Matthews. (See Foeller - Drexler - 
Johnson, Vol.I.) Suzanne had come to Jackson County in 1853 with her 
husband and family; her second marriage occurred circa 1862. Three 
children were born to George and Suzanne: Ace Charles, born 10 October 

1863; George Washington, born 15 January 1865 at Uniontown, Oregon; 
and James David, born 19 May 1868. 

At one time, Suzanne lived at the Rogue Elk Hotel. Land on both 
sides of the Rogue River from Elk Creek to Indian Creek belonged to the 
Weeks and Johnson families. George W. granted a 99 year lease to the 
Federal Government for a fish hatchery where Elk Creek empties into the 
Rogue. When that lease expired, it was not renewed. Jackson County 
now has Rogue Elk Park at that location. 

Records have not been located on the death of George W.; he was 
away at the time of his decease, which occurred in Montana. Suzanne 
died on 13 December 1909 and is buried in the Johnson Cemetery. 

Neither A. C. nor james D. ever married. They farmed in the 
Elk-Trail vicinity and died 5 January 1944 and 6 May 1907, respectively. 

George Washington married Nancy Evelyn Leabo 1 May 1900 in 
Jackson County. Nancy was a daughter of James and Mary (Hoover) 
Leabo and was born 4 September 1 883 at Ashland. George followed the 
vocation of his forebears and farmed. He died 10 October 1944 and 
Nancy on 16 January 1955. They are both buried at the Trail Cemetery. 

The children of George and Nancy were: Thomas J., Mary Deborah, 
Priscilla (born 9 March 1908, died 27 March 1910), Ace Charles (born 3 
November 1909, died 13 March 1964), Georgia Lee (Lindsay), Lucy 
Kathleen (Hauck), Frieda Margrete (born 2] July 1921, died June 1951). 

Thomas J. maried Frances McCoy 14 November 1934 at Shady 
Cove. She had been born 26 December 19] 4 at Fullerton, California. 
They lived at North Bend where eight of their children perished in a fire. 
Their remaining child is Dorothy Stockhoff. Frances died 2] October 

1994. This family is buried at the Trail Cemetery. 





Mary Deborah was born 11 June 1906 at Trail. The family lived at 
Trail Creek and she attended school 3 1/2 miles up Trail Creek Road. 
She first married Oral E. Hoodenpyle in 1925 and divorced him in 1936. 
She married, secondly, Charles Boatwright, who died in 1955. 

Mary was the mother of six children: Loveda Helen (Thompson), 
Catherine (McCoy), Lorraine (Brotzman), Donald Hoodenpyle, Wilber 
Boatwright, and Acey Wayne Boatwright. 

Wilber married Cheryl Marie Hanscom 6 June 1964 at the Eagle 
Point Community Church. They have two children, Willy and Shelley. 
Wilber worked for many years for Hanscom Brothers, but after being 
injured, he turned to the ministry. He was a missionary to the Phillipines 
and now conducts services on Stevens Road. His mother, Mary, lived with 
their family for several years prior to her death 12 December 1996.

WINKLE 


Edward and Susannah (Wilson) Winkle came to Oregon circa 1850. 
They came with their children, Elizabeth, Daniel, John Alan, Mary Frances, 
and Jeremiah via the Oregon Trail and first settled in the Willamette 
Valley. They bought a Donation Land Claim there and visited the Rogue 
Valley about the time the other settlers were arriving in areas outside 
Jacksonville. . 

Their daughter, Elizabeth, met a packer for the U. S. Army, John 
Engleman, and they were married in Jacksonville in February 1854. They 
did not stay here and her grave was found in the Merriman-Miller 
Cemetery in Gold Beach. 

Edward and Susannah went back to the Willamette Valley after a 
son, Isaac, was born about 1858, followed by Susannah’s death. She is 
buried on Winkle Butte in Benton County. 

John Alan located in the Dunsmuir area where Edward died during a 
visit there. Edward is buried in the Dunsmuir Cemetery. 

Daniel married Mary Jane Hall and they settled on Lewis Creek in 
the Trail area circa 1870. Their son, William Isaac, was born at that 
location 28 May 1874. They also had another son, Orlando (called 
Lanny). 

; Lanny married Ida Bell Mayham 10 March 1896 and they had four 
children: Andrew, born 12 June 1897, Hazel, born 16 February 1898; 
Alma, born 16 June 1901; and Lester, born 9 Septernber 1903. Ida Bell 
was born 18 May 1872 and died 25 June 1905. 

William married Mary Ann Mayham, who had been born 17 March 
1874. She and Ida Bell were daughters of David and Julia Rachel 
(Matthews) Mayham. They lived on Winkle Hill on Reese Creek Road for 
many years. William farmed and was also engaged in the building of 
many of the early roads in the county. On one occasion, he was ona 
cattle drive to Klamath County for neighboring ranchers when his horse 
broke its leg. Having, no alternative, he roped a steer, threw his ear on it, 
and finished the drive on the steer. 

Among the children born to William and Mary was Nora Adeline, 
born 6 July 1896, who married Verna Russell Matthews 23 December 
1913 in Jacksonville. They took the train from the Eagle Point station and 
lived in Eagle Point upon their return. Verna was working in the 
blacksmith shop at that time. They later moved to Brophy Road. Two 
daughters were born to this union: Verta, 15 April 1915, and Velma, 16 
May 1919. Upon the death of her mother, Mary Ann, on 19 April 1916, 
Nora took in her youngest sibling, Glenn, who was only a few months old. 
Nora passed away 26 Novernber 1950 and Verna 16 April 1976. Both are 
buried in the Central Point Cemetery. (See Matthews, Vol. 1) 

Other daughters born to William and Mary Ann include Mamie R., 
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Ethyle M., Ina G., and Bertha P. They also had three sons: Charles W., 
Mark C., and Glenn Isaac. 

Charles, born 31 May 1899, married Hattie May Johnson 20 June 

1923. She was a daughter of Francis and Caroline (Foeller Drexler) 
Johnson and had been born 6 May 1902. (See Foeller-Drexler—/ohnson, 
Vol. ) Charles farmed on Indian Creek and they had one son, Garland 
Dale, born 3 January 1931. Dale married Shirley Williams and had two 

children. 

Mark was born 20 August 190] and attended Eagle Point schools 
through the eighth grade in 1916, the year his mother died. The family 
then removed to be with relatives in Bend and Northern Oregon. Mark 
was basically a farm laborer and had several children through failed 
marriages and relationships. He lastly married Florence Durland with 
whom he had several more children. Some of these children were placed 
with other families; the four they reared were Bertha, Donald, LaNora, and 
Angeline (died March 1999 in Las Vegas, Nevada). In recent years, these 
children have been reunited. Mark died in December 197] in Concord, 
California where he is buried. His wife, Florence, died in November 1984 
in Springfield, Missouri. 

Ethyl was born 3 July 1904 and married (1) Sky Edwards, (2) Kirt 
Spencer, and (3) Wally Berseth. 

Mamie, born 14 January 1906, married Duke Wilburn, who was an 
electrician for mills in the Rogue Valley as well as the Klamath Basin. 
They are both buried in the Central Point Cemetery. 

Born 11 June 1910, Ina married (1) Bud Stenros and (2) Red Alford. 
She had a daughter, Florence Stenros, who was born 21 July 1924. 

Bertha, born 24 July 1912, married Frenche Brieth. 

Glenn was born 24 May 1915 on Reese Creek Road. He hada 
daughter, Bonnie, by his first wife, June, and married, secondly, Ruth 
Clarabel Charley, born 19 March 192] at Climax. Both Glenn and 
Clarabel attended school in Eagle Point and were married 16 August 1944 
in Oakland, California. Three daughters were born to Glenn and Clarabel: 
Leona Loree, Joyce Merlene, and Kathleen Marie. They lived in the 
Central Point area and Glenn worked for the Jackson County Road 
Department from which he retired. 





SURROUNDING 
COMMUNITIES 
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BUTTE FALLS 


The town we now know as Butte Falls was originally called Big Butte 
and remained that through the late 1800's. Maps show that name as /ate 
as 1889. The area was settled at first by farmers and was accessed by 
way of Obenchain Road from Brownsboro. (That passageway is still 
accessible with a four wheel drive vehicle, probably much as it was in the 
days of those early settlers.) 

Small portable sawmills were set up by some of the early settlers in 
order to augment their means. Timber was cut as they cleared the land 
for farming and the lumber was used for building. 

As timber resources in the east and around the Great Lakes 
declined, the forests of the Northwest became the main supply for lumber 
for the entire country. Bert Harris from Michigan came to Big Butte and 
established the Butte Falls Sugar Pine Company. He built a mill on Big 
Butte Creek near the falls and laid out a plat for the town on property 
adjacent to the creek. Included in that plat was a park (which has 
recently been named in honor of Ernest W. Smith, an early teacher). At 
that time (circa 1904), the name was changed to Butte Falls. 

The first schools operated for four months at a time and were 
originally held in homes. Later log cabins housed the teacher in one 
room and the classroom in a second. Completion of the eighth grade 
and passing an official examination for the County was the requirement 
of a teacher's certification. On September 5, 1906, the Butte Falls School 
District #91 was formed by the County. A temporary building was leased 
for the school and construction was begun for a new permanent school. 
The first school board included Directors Ben Fredenburg, M. Boughton, 
and J. M. Heckathorn with John McAllister serving as Clerk. The first 
teacher for this newly formed school district was Miss N. S. Cadell at a 
salary of $50 per month. 

The town incorporated in 1911 and at that time a community water 
system was established on Ginger Creek. Electricity was provided by 
power from the falls. Included in the charter were the prohibition of 
cattle in the town, a matter which was solved with cattle guards at both 
ends of the main street. It also called for a health inspector, building

inspector, and a town marshal, A new updated charter was submitted to 
voters in May of 2000, which also will allow the Town Council to. update 
and approve the ordinances. 

In 1910, the railroad came to Butte Falls. James J. Hill built the 
line, hoping to ultimately reach eastern lumber markets. This means of 
transportation was of great importance to the people of the community 
as it gave them better access to the valley below. Travel prior to that 
time involved arduous and lengthy journeys to obtain supplies. 

The holdings of the Sugar Line Lumber Company were sold several 
times and eventually were purchased by the Medford Corporation 
(Medco). Medco also bought the railroad,.which they operated as a 
means of transporting logs to their mill in Medford. The last trip for “Old 
No. 4", a 70 ton steam locomotive, was on June 26, 1959. It was 
donated to the City of Medford for its railroad park. 

The Oregon Fish and Wildlife Department built a fish hatchery just 
outside the town in 1915. Though it is small by comparison to the Cole 
River facility, It has been an important factor in the industry here in 
Southern Oregon. It has also been an attraction for educating people 
about this natural resource. 

The first library was opened in 1920 with Hazel Taylor as its 
librarian. Later it became a part of the Jackson County Library System. 

Butte Falls now boasts a population of circa 430 residents. There is 
virtually no industry there, but natural beauty abounds. That is the most 
important asset and will assure a population, though small, in days to 
come, 


CRATER LAKE 


Though Crater Lake and the national park that surrounds it are 
physically located in Klamath County, it would be safe to say that the 
majority of visitors access the area by way of Highway 62 from Medford. 
This highway begins in Medford and heads north and east until it meets 
the main entrance to the lake. It is named the Crater Lake Highway and 
runs through the western extremities of the Eagle Point city limits. 

It was on June 12, 1853 that John Wesley Hillman of Jacksonville 
discovered the lake while prospecting in the area. He called it Deep Blue 
Lake, but it was a group of visitors in 1869 who called it Crater Lake, the 
name by which it is now known. 

During that era it took several days to reach the lake. Few people 
had the opportunity to visit. Heavy snow during the winter months 
limited the accessibility to the summer months. Most who knew of this 
unusual place of beauty learned about it through newspaper accounts. 

William Gladstone Steel of Kansas first learned about the lake as a 
young boy. When he reached adulthood, he moved to Oregon and began 
a crusade to create a national park around this wondrous lake. It took 17 
years of lobbying to finally reach his goal. In 1902, Congress enacted the 
establishment of Crater Lake National Park with the support of President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

In 1913, the Department of the Interior hired Alex Sparrow, a 
native of Toronto, Ontario, Canada, to construct the park’s road system. 
He became the Park Superintendent in 1917 and remained in that post 
until 1922. 

Construction began on Crater Lake Lodge in 1905 and was finally 
completed in 1915. An extensive remodeling was completed in 1995. 
Plans are currently underway to renovate the rim village, restoring 
buildings to their original appearance (1920's). 

Thousands visit this park each year, the lake with its pristine waters 
as the main attraction. Guided boat trips are available for those who wish 
to see Wizard Island from a closer viewpoint.

Derby 


Though Derby was never a town, it was never the less a 
community. Located on the Butte Falls Highway, it attracted early settlers 
_ with its fertile soil and beautiful view of Mt. Pitt (now called Mt. 
McLoughlin). Among those early settlers were J. R. Neal, T. A. Shaw, and 
Jim Watkins, who made his living from selling real estate. 

School District 31 was formed in 1891 with a Mr. Jones as teacher. 
There were eight students and the school board was made up of M. J. 
Allen, William Wilkinson, and Mr. Chartrow. The district was finally closed 
to consolidate with Butte Falls on 5 August 1953. 

The school building now standing was built in 1915. The 
gymnasium was used for some time for dances but finally fell into disuse. 
lt is a private residence now. 

The post office was established 23 January 1892. When the 
railroad between Butte Falls and Medford was built, the mail was carried 
by train. A depot was built in 1910. 

The Derby Store, built in 1912 by Charles and Zora Humphrey 
made shopping much easier. The Humphreys operated that store for a 
number of years. 
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PERSIST 


William W. Willits of lowa came to Oregon in 1875. He married Irene 
Wrisley, daughter of John and Eliza Wrisley of Talent. 

William and Irene taught school in the valley until 1883 when they were 
granted a homestead in the mountains between Trail and Prospect. They 
moved to that homestead in 1884, soon to be followed by a few other 
ranchers. 

William built a road from Elk Creek to his home; he also had a sawmill 
which produced lumber to build a school and other buildings on his ranch. 

Four children were born into the Willits family: Merle, Roy, Amos, and 
Inez. After each child was born, William planted a friut tree. 

Because the ranch was so remote, most of the food was grown there. 
Two items, namely turkeys and potatoes, were sold. 

Persistently, William petitioned for a post office and after 18 years (in 
1902), one was granted. William was named the postmaster. The mail came 
to his home and the neighbors came there to pick up and/or leave outgoing 
mail, Appropriately, the post office was named Persist. It was closed in 1935. 

In 1907 a school district was established (#80). A Miss Norcross was the 
first teacher, followed by Alice French. William had built the school a mile from 
his home. Miss French lived with the Willits and later married Amos. She 
taught at Persist for a number of years. Hilda Kinney taught there from 1925 
to 1928. Persist School #80 merged with Elk Creek School in 1930 (later to 
become Elk-Trail School in 1949). 

The Willits ranch is still known locally as Persist, even though there is 
little left of the original buildings. 


PROSPECT 


The community of Prospect was settled circa 1870. Among the first 
homesteaders were Albion Boothby of Maine, John Beeson, C. D. Slosson, and 
Chauncey Nye of Michigan. Nye had led a survey team on the military road 
from Jacksonville to Fort Klar ath. 

Beeson and Slosson established a water powered sawmill on Mill Creek in 
1873. After a devastating fire they sold it to Harvey P. Deskins in 1876. Both 
Beeson and Slosson left the area. Deskins started the first post office in July of 
1882 and the community was called Deskins in his honor. 

In 1882 George Aiken (a doctor in Jacksonville) and his brother Squire 
bought the sawmill from Deskins. Squire opened a general store and operated 
the mill. He proposed a name change for the town and on November 9, 1889 
the post office name officially became Prospect with Squire Aiken as the 
postmaster. (The name was chosen due to the ‘prospect’ of having a railroad 
built which would make it easier to market the timber in the area. This dream, 
however, was not to be.) 

Since the trip from the valley to Crater Lake took several days in the late 
nineteenth century, stagecoach stops were necessary. Albion Boothby and his 
wife, Jennie, built the Prospect Hotel to accommodate the travelers. As 
automobiles and buses became the means of travel, the hotel was a popular 
stop for them, too. There have been a number of owners and steady 
improvements over the years. Jim and Mary Grieve from Eagle Point operated 
the hotel from 1912 to 1952. Current owners are Jo and Mike Turner from 
Seattle, 

Another element of prime importance was the education of the children. 
When the Nye and Boothby families first arrived, they lived in an area known as 
Tailholt near the current Pacific Power dam. Mr. Boothby had been a teacher in 
Maine and taught the children after completing his work each day. 

When the Nye family moved to an area some five miles away, Amarantha 
taught her children in a small cabin. There were other small schools, but the 
first public school was built with lumber donated by Deskins and land donated 
by Boothby. The first teachers, Dora Fleming, Charles Patee, Edna Gibson, and 
Jennie Lindville, boarded with local families. 
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On March 20, 1909, a special meeting was held regarding the building o. 
a new school. Squire S. Aiken was named Chairman and John Grieve became 
Clerk of the new school board. A modern two room school was built and 
opened for classes in 1910. After completing the eighth grade, students had t 
board in other districts until 1922 when Prospect High School became 
accredited. A new high school was built in 1938. 

Other industry in the area besides additional mills and logging operation. 
were a maintenance shop for the Oregon Department of Transportation anda 
district office for the U. S. Forest Service. 

Though Prospect is not an incorporated city, it is definitely a town in 
spirit. The hardy citizens of the community seem to be able to handle their 


affairs without the cumbersome details and expenses found in neighboring 
towns. 


SAMS VALLEY 


Encompassed by the Rogue River on the east and south, Table Rock on 
the west and mountains on the north, Sams Valley was made up of several 
small communities all but non-existent now. It was named for Chief Sam of 
the Takelma Indians. 

When the government bought up most of the land for Camp White, the 
families moved in all directions. Many bought their land back (and sometimes 
more) after World War Il, but the schools and most of the buildings were gone. 

Beagle was one such community. It received its name in 1885 from its 
first postmaster, William T. Beagle. At one time there was a school and general 
store in addition to the post office. The former residents of Beagle (before 
Camp White) have held a reunion every year since 1943. 

There was a school and a post office at Table Rock. The school is nowa 
community church and the post office was closed in 1916. The postmaster 
was S. M. Nea/on. 

Antioch is another area that had a post office as well as a school. During 
the years of the cantonment, the military laid the grave markers at the Antioch 
Cemetery flat on the ground and buried them. After the war, they were 
restored to their original positions by the military. Antioch now has a business 
district on the corner of Antioch Road and Highway 234 that includes a general 
Store, Rainey's Market,and the Triple Tree Restaurant and Lounge. 

The Sams Valley post office and store were located on the Old Sams 
Valley Road. A plat was laid out for the ‘town' that was expected to grow there. 
A block north of Old Sams Valley Road near the old school is a lane called Main 
Street on the old plat. 

Barbara Gosnell was the postmistress from 1942 to 1953. She and her 
husband, Arnold, also owned the store. He was a teacher but was best known 
as a river guide with a career of circa 50 years. 

The first Sams Valley School was built in 1920 for the consolidated 
Pelton and Chapparel districts. !t covered grades 1 throough 12. The district 
now is included in the Central Point District 6 and only grades 1,2, and 3 
attend the new Sams Valley School on Table Rock Road. The other children are 
transported by bus to Gold Hill and Central Point. 

Whether you are talking about the general vicinity or the ‘town’, you will 
find many third and fourth generation families still live in Sams Valley. What 
used to be covered by these many post offices are now White City addresses 
(and telephone numbers). 
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SHADY COVE 


When settlers first came to the area, the two post offices near what 
is now Shady Cove were Trail and Aetna. Trail was a bustling hub for 
points north and east while Aetna was merely a point of distribution for 
mail. 

The majority of the settlers were initially up Debenger Gap and 
Long Branch as well as along the Rogue River. As more people arrived, 
they moved farther along the river toward Trail. 

The first school was built in 1907 about a mile from the present 
town of Shady Cove and bore the name “Central School". Early teachers 
were Frances Greb Miller and Eula Minter. A replacement building was 
constructed in the town by John Stelle and the name became "Shady 
Cove" after much discussion. Ann Briggs was the first principal. 

In 1922 a bridge was built across the Rogue River in conjunction 
with construction of the Crater Lake Highway. Prior to that time, ferries 
had been used to cross the river. 

Ham Watkins was the first ferry operator as well as being the first 
postal carrier. Albert Hall logged with oxen in the early 1900's. In 19171, 
Orin Train began logging with his team of percherons. He also built 
several sawmills in the area. 

A town site was laid out by A. J. Barnes circa 1915. Unfortunately 
he chose the east side of the river, while the new bridge drew settlers to 
the west where the school was located. 

Jess Moore built a service station which also served as a post office 
in 1939. Hap Miller built a store on the north side of the bridge. Behind 
that store Larry Shade built some cabins. In the 1940's, Ray Briggs built 
his plumbing shop. He also supervised the remodeling of the school 
which began in 1947. 

Shady Cove became incorporated in 1972 with Ray Briggs serving 
as the first mayor. Today this hamlet has grown to a thriving community 

and is very popular with tourists. 

Located in the city is a fire station, a medical facility, a dentist's 
office, several overnight accomodations and restaurants, a pharmacy, a 


park (land donated by "Aunt" Caroline Drexler in 1976), a boat ramp, 
Masonic Lodge, VFW Hall, several churches plus many more businesses. 
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TRAIL 


There was an old Indian trail that ran from the Umpqua Divide to the 
Rogue River. It ran along a creek which we know as Trail Creek, aptly named. 
As the white men came over this trail and settled where Trail Creek emptied 
into the Rogue, it seemed approriate for their post office to take the name of 
Trail. 

Rather than a town, Trail was a community as well as a resting place for 
people going on to Crater Lake. A hotel was built in 1902 with a small store 
inside. A separate store was built in 1906 by the Inlows. In 1912, the owner 
was Yancey Allen, who sold it to Edward Ash. Another hotel was built by 
Middlebushers. Mr. Ash then constructed a building out of lumber he had 
brought from Wisconsin. It was completed in 1917 and used first as a dance 
hall (without a saloon) and then later as a church, Supplies were brought from 
Eagle Point by crossing the Rogue River ona ferry. A bridge was finally built in 
71922. 

The first school organized (in 1879) was known as Trail Creek (#45) with 
John Pittman as the first school clerk. The first building was a log cabin, 
replaced by a frame building in 1894. Some time later it was destroyed by fire. 
Another building was built and used until 1949 when district consolidation 
took place. That structure was sold to the Trail Community Church. The 
children now attend the Elk-Trail School. 

A second school was organized in 1888 at the north end of Trail Creek 
(#50). It was given the name of Trail Creek. The building was located in the 
vicinity of the Swingle Mill. Attendance was always sparse and the district 
closed and was transferred to Trail (#45) due to a lack of students. 

Other than farming, logging and mill work was the main source of 
income. Several mills were set up in the area. One of the first was the Connie 
Johnson Mill in the north near the Umpqua Divide. The Jantzer Mill, later 
bought by Steve Wilson who operated it for many years, is now closed. There 
was a Lausmann Mill and an Adamson Mill (see Vol. 1). The Swingle Mill, 
mentioned above, was sold to the Elders. All those mills are now closed. 

The highway through Trail was built following completion of the bridge. 
As travel became less cumbersome, businesses in Trail began to fade. 

A new post office has recently been built to accomodate the 1800 homes 
now served. The Trail post office was first opened on 1 February 1893 with 
William G. Knighten as the first postmaster. The area covered is much the 
same but the population has greatly increased. 

Early settlers in addition to those already mentioned included the families 
of Obediah Willard, Tor Martin, Tom Dawson, Levi Dawson, Simpson Wilson, 
William Cushman, Gilbert Briscoe, Carl Skyrman, Seband Oliver, J. T. Fry, John 
Miller, and Joe Miller. 


TRAIL POST OFFICE 
100th Anniversary 
1893 - 1993 
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WHITE CITY 


When the white settlers came to the Upper Rogue area, they 
crossed a flat area covered with rocks and pot holes. In the spring, it 
‘was reported’ to have grass as high as your waist. The summer heat and 
lack of water soon would turn the area into a desert and so it became 
known as the Agate Desert. 

Fort Lane was established in 1853 on the west side of the desert at 
the base of Table Rock. A stone marker commemorating the fort is all 
that remains. It was named for General Joseph Lane, the first territorial 
governor of Oregon. As the Indian resistance settled down, the fort was 
abandoned (circa 1 856). 

Another military base was established following World War | near 
Medford, but it only lasted one year. Known as Camp Jackson, this 
installation was for the Oregon National Guard as a summer 
encampment. Uniforms of that day were ‘all season’ and the Southern 
Oregon temperatures were not compatible with wool uniforms. 

Over the years a few ranchers took up tracts of land on the desert. 
The springtime grass, mostly foxtail, was good grazing feed. 

When Pearl Harbor was attacked on 7 December 1941, new training 
camps became an immediate need for all the fresh recruits into our 
armed forces. In January 1942, the Agate Desert was authorized as an 
army camp to be named in honor of Major General George A. White, who 
had been in command of the Oregon National Guard (the 41st Division). 

It was imperative that the cantonment be erected and in service 
quickly. Plans commenced upon official word being received from 
Washington. Frank J. Van Dyke, a local attorney, was employed as 
coordinator of finding solutions to the many problems that would arise, 
beginning with housing for the influx of construction workers. 

Earl H. York, a Medford post office worker, was assigned as 
Superintendent of Army Post Office at Camp White. That post office was 
to have a main office plus two branches, one for each division. It was a 
‘classified branch’ of the Medford Post Office and would be manned 
mainly by army personnel. 

Construction workers streamed into Medford by rail, bus, and any 
other available means. Housing for employees at the camp was based on 
a 40 cent round trip fare to Camp White. 

Roads were abandoned and new ones built in locations more 
suitable to the needs of the camp. Three shifts per day worked around 
the clock to perform this work. Some of these roads are still in use 
today, while others have been vacated. A weekly payroll of $420,000 was 
expended at the peak of construction. 

By June of 1942, the government had paid $104,074 for 41 tracts 
of land. Some land owners were unhappy with the amounts offered and 


condemnation suits were filed. A total of 67,000 acres were involved in 
the new camp which held 900 buildings for 35,000 troops and 1700 
officers. Included in the facilities was a prisoner of war camp in the 
Climax area. (See Climax, Col. 1) 

In 1946, Camp White was declared inactive and became war 
surplus to be sold at auction. Items sold ranged from plumbing and 
electrical fixtures to entire buildings. Eagle Point moved a gymnasium 
from the camp in sections to be recreated as a gym for the high school. 
(That gym now serves the junior high school .) Some of the property was 
bought and the buildings used for industrial businesses. Charlie Hoover 
used some of the streets on his property to dry surplus pears for his 
swine. Many of the buildings were dismantled. If a person knows what 
to look for he may still see relics of Camp White in a number of areas in 
Jackson County. 

Following the sale the remains stood empty until the Veterans 
Administration took over the facility as a domiciliary for veterans. It was 
opened in January 1949. Senator Wayne Morse was active in swinging the 
congressional decision to fund this action. 

Also in 1949, Medford received a letter of transmittal and contract 
which transferred ownership of 996.32 acres at the Camp White sewer 
disposal plant for similar use by the city. 

In 195], the army announced partially constructing 2200 acres of 
the old camp on the opposite side of Crater Lake Highway from the 
Domiciliary. The purpose was readiness in case of an emergency. This 
plan, however, never reached fruition. 

Construction of a cemetery was begun in the fall of 1951 ata cost 
of $10,000. The primary purpose was a resting place for domiciliary 
veterans but would be available to other Oregon veterans. It covered 7.5 
acres and was completed in six weeks. The dedication ceremony took 
place 30 May 1952. The site was ‘in the hills’ above Eagle Point (on Riley 
Road) and originally was called the White City Cemetery. This was found 
to be confusing to the public and the name was changed to Eagle Point. 

There have been efforts made at different times to close the 
domiciliary, but the local patriotic organizations and legislators have kept 
the pressure on to keep it active. 

Effective 1 April 1960, the post office name was changed from 
Camp White to White City. A mini post office is maintained at the 
domiciliary for members, that mail is received through a White City post 
office box. 

The land surrounding the domiciliary soon became an industrial 
area for the valley. The opposite side of the highway built up around the 
original 12 homes (former officer homes) with houses and mobile parks. 
A large population now resides in White City. 
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BUSINESSES 





- EAGLE POINT POST OFFICE 
by Helen E. Barrow 


Mail is a letter from home folks, a pay check, a box of baby 
chicks, a farm journal, a Sears catalog, a job offer. Today most social 
communication is by telephone. But when the first post office became 
a reality in Eagle Point on 25 April 1872, it meant all of the above 
things and more for this village had existed since 1853 without local 
mail service. 

The first postmaster in Eagle Point was Andrew McNeil. His 
grandson, Dick Daley, lives at 2070 Browsboro Highway, only about a 
mile from the location of that first post office at what is now 826 
Brownsboro Highway. In all probability, the postal business was 
handled from the Mc Neil living quarters since this was nearly always 
the custom unless the post office was in a mercantile. 

Franklin B. Inlow took over McNeil's duties on 6 December 1877. 
This time the mail was handled in a wooden store building located 
slightly north of the old stone building at what is now 419 N. Royal. 
Mr. Inlow's grandson also now lives in Eagle Point. 

On 27 May 1889, Andrew J. Florey was appointed postmaster by 
the Benjamin Harrison administration. The mail was handled in a 
wooden building on N. Royal Street at the approximate location of the 
Eagle Point Museum. Mike Van Scoy, formerly of Eagle Point, relates 
that this building, long left vacant, housed a horse on the ground floor 
and a buggy on the roof on the morning after a certain Halloween. 

Postmasters nearly always changed if a president of the opposite 
party won the election. When Democrat Grover Cleveland took office, 
Shadrack B. Holmes acquired Florey's job on 23 September 1893. The 
post office moved again to what is now 305 N. Royal. The mail was 
handled in a room in the front of Shadrack's residence. 

But Governor, as Shadrack was called, didn't have the job long. 
When Republican William McKinley took up residence at the White 
House, Andrew J. Florey for his appointment back on 20 September 
1897. But by this time he had moved across the street to what is now 
203 N. Royal Street. So once again the mail sacks had a new landing 
spot. The Republicans must have approved of Florey for he kept his 
job until 29 May 1914 when a Democrat,Woodrow Wilson, saw fit to 
make a change. 
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The Wilson administration selected W. C. Clements for the task. 
Clements, however, did not house the mail in his home. He was the 
forerunner of today's business conglomerate. In his building at 118 
West Main (the same building now housing Interior Sales and Service) 
he operated the post office, the telephone company, and a lumber 
yard, But he had help. One of the best remembered helpers is Stella 
Haley. Some folks claim that Stella was Ma Bell with one hand and 
letter sorter with the other. Clements evidently had political savvy as 
well as business finesse, for he held office for twenty two years while 
both the donkeys and the elephants held center stage in Washington, 
D.C. 

George (Doc) Holmes became the postmaster 23 July 1936. Fora 
time the office remained at 118 West Main, but Doc soon built his own 
quarters at the approximate location of Creative Cuts at 173 West 
Main. (The present building replaces the structure built by Doc.) 

James Wallis was appointed postmaster 12 November 1947. 
During Jim's twenty four year tenure, he became an expert mover of 
postal equipment. From the 173 West Main location, he moved across 
the street to 162 West Main (now housing the Chinese restaurant). 
But before long he moved again, on a Halloween Eve to the old bank 
building at 178 West Main. Jim reports both help and hindrance from 
goblins , large and small. Finally in 1966, a move was made to new 
quarters designed for a post office at 159 West Main. In those days a 
change of quarters was accomplished in off duty hours at no cost to 
the government. Later though, Jim and Ralph Keeslar, the Route 1 
carrier, cashed in on their expertise by taking the contract to move the 
Jacksonville Post Office to different quarters. By then the government 
had decided that such labor required a bit of pay. Jim still grins as he 
remembers the hourly wages he made on that deal. 

Jim retired and a new postmaster, Carl Christian, was appointed 
20 August 1971. Carl had had many years of postal experience in 
other offices in the valley. 

The post office again moved to its present location at 236 Loto. 
Carl recently retired and Cindy Blue has taken the position, having the 
distinction of being the first woman postmaster in Eagle Point. 

All postmasters, past and present, have relied upon contract 
carriers to bring the mail to them. Most postal historians believe that 
mail came by stagecoach to Jacksonville and then went by contracted 
horseback carriers to the many small postal distribution spots. Often 








one person would have the contract for a number of small settlements. 
The carrier would deliver to one or more on the first day, stay 
overnight along the way, and continue delivery the next day. 

Post offices in the Eagle Point area included places now in the 
ghost town category such as Climax and Wellen. Some of the others 
were Table Rock, Beagle, Sams Valley, Big Butte, Derby, Brownsboro, 
and Lake Creek. : 

The completion of the railroad through the valley in 1887 did 
not greatly alter the method of mail distribution. Carriers now picked 
up the pouches at the rail distribution point in Medford. As years went 
by, the distribution center became the Medford Post Office and the 
horsemen were replaced by the horseless carriage. Still later, mail was 
delivered from Portland in a contracted truck. The postal system still 
considers contracting to be the most cost effective way to move mail. 
For one thing, these workers are not covered by any fringe benefits. 

Although it has been impossible to establish exact dates, it is 
positive that for some years, most probably 1910-1916, Eagle Point's 
mail came out on the Pacific and Eastern Railroad. It is interesting to 
note that this railroad maintained a morning and evening schedule 
which permitted the youth of Eagle Point to attend high school in 
Medford. This railroad later became Medco property. At about the 
end of the decade, Jed Edsel, the contract carrier between Eagle Point 
and Butte Falls circumvented the slow horse drawn rig as well as the 
roads not siutable for even a Model T, by fitting an old car with wheels 
which would run on the railroad tracks. 

Mr. Christian reported an average annual 3% increase in mail 
volume during his tenure. Methods of mail handling in smalled offices 
have not changed greatly aside from a switch from hand cancelling. 
Jim Wallis was still hand cancelling, but by making many loud noises, he 
finally got a hand operated cancellation machine off a government 
warehouse shelf and into his office. That machine has been kept in 
good repair as a spare. The office now uses a motor driven 
cancellation device. At the Medford office a clerk can sort sixty letters 
poer minute with the use of a computer type machine. Larger centers 
sort flat manila envelopes and parcels by machine. Optical character 
readers segregate business mail by bar codes. This is done only in 
larger offices. But since business originates 50% of all mail, this is a 
good start in reducing costs. 
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But here in Eagle Point, Andrew McNeil might still feel on familiar 
ground. The mail is put in the post office boxes and sorted to the two 
contract carriers and the three rural route carriers. Rural route 
carriers are employed directly by the post office. 

While the post office has not added any workers in many years, 
several routes have been added since Mr. Wallis was in charge. Many 
Carriers are remembered for their dedication during times when 
getting mail delivered required a bit of doing. John Ragsdale (Blind 
John to many) and his wife, Helen, were succeeded on the Lake Creek- 
Brownboro Route by their son and daughter-in-law, Vern and Eileen. 
This young couple used a motor cycle to deliver mail during the 1964 
flood when many bridges were out. 

Delivering mail during those flood days just before Christmas in 
1964 required side stepping a few things written in the books. Mr. 
Wallis spent the night of December 22 in his boat rescuing four Shady 
Cove families. He did tumble into bed about 4:00 a.m., but by 6:30 
a.m. sleep was impossible. The only river bridge not out was at Rogue 
River. How could the mails be routed? Jim figured out a way, dashed 
down to the Medford office to implement it, but ran into a stone wall 
in the form of a recently arrived supervisor not familiar with the 
situation. Someone higher up the ladder approved the plan, and 
people did get their holiday parcels and letters. 

We consider mail service to be just that -- a free service to which 
we are entitled. But an address is needed--usually. The office here 
once received a letter addressed “To the Sweetest Little Grandchild in 
Eagle Point”. The post mark was from a town in New York state. The 
postal employees reflected a bit and remembered that a certain lady 
often mailed items to that address. They delivered the letter to her 
box, and yes, that sweetest little grandchild did live at her house. 

Another requirement is that the motor carrier be able to put the 
mail in the box without having to climb a tree, cut down the brush, or 
execute any other feats of daring-do. If the box isn't reachable, the 
mail goes back to the office. One patron became so offended at this 
requirement that the poor postmaster was threatened with all kinds of 
bodily harm. 

According to local legend, one shrewd old time postmaster in one 
of the smaller, now extinct offices, had some interesting confrontations 
with an old timer who was trying to obtain the Civil War pension 
checks still coming, he believed, to someone with a name similar to his. 





The postmaster was too sharp for that. He sent the mail belonging to 
the deceased veteran back to Washington, D. C. 

Some comical things transpired in times past because postal 
officials didn't realize that corncobs and Sears catalogs no longer 
fulfilled some needs. If anything was provided the local postmaster 
had to dig into his own salary, which even by the standards of that 
time, was meager. Add to that the-cost of such things as pencils, and a 
bit of money was involved. One postmaster solved the problem by 
using the money in the "Postage Due” envelope when a new pencil or 
roll of toilet paper was needed. He meticulously noted on the envelope 
each expenditure. Some zealous citizens called a postal inspector to 
check this case of fraud. The postmaster readily admitted his sins and 
agreed to repay the whole $6.43 and to accept the letter of reprimand. 
But he also wrote a well worded protest to the Postal Department. 
Shortly following this, allocation was made for such incidental 
expenses. 

Only a partial list of fondly remembered carriers includes Milroy 
Charley, Sam Harnish, Hans Rammin, Bob Walden, Betty Howell, Chris 
Nelson, Ralph Lacy, and Dave Hannaford. But hardly anyone 
remembers Rudy Weidman. He is the carrier who wasn't. Rudy at one 
time had the contract to deliver the mail to Eagle Point from Medford 
and then on up Shady Cove way. But Rudy just kept on driving logging 
truck and sub-contracted the mail route to someone else. 

Will the postal service be able to continue competition with UPS 
and the various delivery systems? Private business is selective as to 
what and where it delivers. Only the U. S. Postal Service must deliver 
both birthday cards and baby turkeys to both high rise apartments and 
Chicken, Alaska. But the postal system will probably make it. New 
developments in automation are helping. Then too, even though 
people mutter as they pay the postage, stamp sales increase annually, 
even in Eagle Point. Too, there is always a long list of folks waiting for 
post office boxes. A new building was built a few years ago at 236 Loto 
to meet those needs. 

People still do want to get mail, for even now, nothing spells 
caring as well as that letter which can be read and reread and perhaps 
put away for sharing years hence with a grandchild.

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Eagle Point City Water 


In 1927, the Medford Water Commission finished a million dollar 
water system bringing “mountain spring water” to the residents of their 
city. This water supply came from Big Butte Springs at the base of Mount 
McLaughlin (also known as Pitt to long time residents). The springs is 
located 5 miles southwest of Butte Falls. A big festival was held in 
celebration of this engineering fete. 

The City of Eagle Point began purchasing water in 1935 (originally 
residents had to rely on wells) and Camp White in 1942. A reservoir was 
built on the hill above Eagle Point to hold water for the city (and also 
provide good pressure). It has since been replaced by a new 3.6 million 
gallon reservoir. A second reservoir was constructed when the Eagle 
Point Golf Course was built. It held 200,000 gallons. 

When Camp White entered the system, they built a reservoir across 
Riley Road from where the Veterans Administration Cemetery is now 
located. At the end of World War Il, this reservoir was vacated. It has 
since been dismantled and Eagle Point will build a third reservoir there. 

In 1951 a second line was built by the Medford Water Commission 
in conjunction with Willow Creek Dam. Local loggers, Hanscom Brothers, 
were involved in clearing the area under the present lake. The line 
crossed Stevens Road east of Eagle Point and a number of property 
owners who gave easements obtained water rights to tap into the line. 
Dolores Ackerman was instrumental in organizing those few who were 
fortunate enough to gain those rights. Approximately 26.4 million 
gallons of water per day is transported by these two lines. 

As the population has grown and more water needed, Medford 
added the Robert A. Duff Treatment Plant to the system (in 1968). It 
draws water from the Rogue River and is supplemental when demands 
are great in the dry season. This plant has gradually been expanded to 
treat 45 million gallons per day. 
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Mills 


The timber industry was originally the major source of employment 
from the time of settlement in the Upper rogue area to more recent 
years. (See Butte Falls, Prospect, Shady Cove, and Trail under 
Communities.) 

In the beginning, transportation was difficult. It was easier to move 
lumber than logs, so the mills were set up near logging locales. As time 
went by and horses were replaced by automotive vehicles, mills were built 
further down in the valley. 

The train from Butte Falls to Medford, having been bought by 
Brownlee-Olds Corporation, was turned into a logging railroad as the raw 
material was shipped to their mill in Medford. This business changed 
hands and finally became Medco (Medford Corporation). By the 1960's 
log hauling was handled entirely by truck. 

Eagle Point had two mills located in the city. One was owned by 
Putman Brothers and located where Eagle Point High School now stands. 
The other was Red Blanket located where the City Hall and Post Office are 
now. Of course, there were numerous portable mills on farms here and 
there throughout the area. 

One of the oldest mills in White City was Ross Lumber Company, 
located on the northeast corner of Antelope and Agate Roads. Olson 
bought an interest and it became Ross-Olson. Then Ross sold their 
interest and it was changed to Olson-Lawyer. Finally, we know it today 
as a Boise Cascade facility. This mill was one of the first band saw mills 
in the area; previously all had used circular saws. 

lt was easy to locate mills throughout the valley as each of them 
had wigwam burners on their facility. In the winter when the fog would 
roll in, the air quality was very poor due to the vehicle emissions and the 
smoke from the mills’ burners. In the 1960’s the burners were forced to 
be dismantled. 

In January 1980, Harry and Harold Hanscom began operation of 
Slash Utilization Corporation on Avenue G in White City. This was 
thought to be a first in Oregon. Logging slash was turned into chips, 


mulch, and fuel and provided a source of electricity for Pacific Power. It 
is known today as Bio Mass. 

One by one the mills have disappeared, but those who lived here 
before the 1980's remember the heyday of the timber industry.

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Newspapers 


News was slow to travel in the early days. Valley newspapers came 
and went and were located mostly in Medford. Finally in 1885 the 
Medford Monitor was established and Rev. A. C. Howlett’s Eagle Point 
Eaglets provided news coverage for the Eagle Point community. 

The Medford Monitor eventually became the Medford Mail 
Tribune. The practice was to hire local correspondents from each 
community to cover their news. Among the Eagle Point correspondents 
were Laura McFall, Marian Vannice, Gaynell Krambeal, and Dottie 
Harbison. This practice was discontinued as the format was changed and 
Local News was no longer included 

In 1964 the Rogue Reporter was founded by Davidson Enterprises, 
publisher, and edited by Tom Davidson. Though short lived, it was the 
first of a much needed service. 

Another short attempt was made by Glenn Meyer. This venture was 
a family affair as Glenn also worked full time for a printing company. He 
was transferred to Springfield and the local newspaper again was naught. 

In 1977, Mark Flint established the Eagle Point Independent and 
served as editor publisher. At first he was publishing once a week. He 
had a couple of part time employees and by 1982, the struggling 
newspaper was cut back to every two weeks. The threat of losing the 
only source of pure local news caused a rally of support and the paper 
survived. 

The Independent was later sold to Ray Finch and then to Nancy 
Leonard, the present editor publisher. The name was changed to Upper 
Rogue Independent in order to provide this much needed service to the 
entire area of the northeast portion of Jackson County. 





Railroads 


In 1905, ground was broken on the Medford and Crater Lake 
Railroad. When it reached as far as Eagle Point, financial problems 
caused cessation of construction. Purchased by James J. Hill (of the Great 
Northern Railroad), building was resumed and reached as far as the Butte 
Falls-Prospect Highway. The name was changed to the Pacific and 
Eastern Railroad. 

The first train reached Butte Falls on 15 November 1910. It carried 
passengers and mail as well as items ordered from Medford stores. The 
depot in Medford was located in the present Hawthorne Park. In Butte 
Falls, the deport is now a museum. 

James Brownlee of Brownlee-Olds Lumber Company bought the 
railroad circa 1920 and it became the Medford Logging Railroad. From 
that time on passengers were no longer carried as it became the means 
for timber to reach the Medford mills. Owen-Oregon, later to become 
the Medford Corporation (Medco), finally took over. 

In Eagle Point the first place of departure was Pool’s Hotel and 
Restaurant in the vicinity of Main and Nova Streets. That building did not 
Survive the changes in town and a depot similar to the building in Butte 
Falls was constructed on the northwest corner of that intersection. The 
Herb Perdue family lived there. On the southwest corner a large weeping 
willow tree stood. That tree, though cut back to the extreme, still stands. 

When the modern heavy duty trucks began to emerge with the 
ability to haul logs more economically than the railroad, the system was 
dismantled. There was a plan to run the trucks over the road bed of the 
train tracks, but the people along the way objected. The truckers were 
originally thought to have the same right-of-way as the trains had, which 
would have been a safety hazard. The Eagle Point Jaycees rallied behind 
the land owners to have the road abandoned and the property reverted 
back to the original owners. The people prevailed and the road is now 
gone (as is Medco). The road was removed in the 1960's. 

A railroad spur was built from Medford to Camp White during World 
War Il. After the war, the spur was used to haul lumber from White City 
mills to the Southern Pacific line in Medford for marketing. 
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TELEPHONE 


The first local telephone company, the W. C. Clemens Phone Co., 
was owned by Walter C. Clemens of Eagle Point. His home on the corner 
of Kelso and South Royal held the first ‘office’. Later the equipment was 
moved to Main Street in the present Eagle Sports Bar location. Many of 
the lines in the rural areas were owned by the farmers, who had to handle 
their own maintenance. 

The service operated between 8 a.m. and 8 or9 p.m. lfan 
emergency occurred, someone would have to go to the home of one of 
the employees and have them turn on the switchboard. Later, living 
quarters were added to the back of the building so that night calls could 
be answered. 

In 1930, Mr. Clemens sold his company to Columbia Utilities, 
operated by the Hood Brothers. Columbia also bought out the farmer 
lines. 

Butte Falls, Shady Cove, and Prospect were added to the Eagle Point 
service area in the 1940’s. When Camp White was constructed in 1942, it 
also became a part of the Eagle Point system. 

Maintenance was difficult in those early days due to the wires being 
bare. Those single, bare wires were replaced by large cables filled with 
several wires in the late 40’s and early 50’s. The first cables were put on 
poles but later placed underground. 

The first phones were known as ‘ring downs’. Everyone had their 
own ring and anyone with a telephone could eavesdrop. Then came the 
dial phones and ten party lines; only those on your line could listen in. 
The party lines were reduced to four in the 1960's. Some private lines 
were available then at a raise in rates. 

In trying to hold on to their investment and keep the industry 
independent, D. O. Hood, president of Columbia Utilities, worked with 
other small companies to form a merger. The exchange next became 
known as the Oregon Washington Telephone Company and its offices 
moved to White City circa 1956. Fred Bruegger was the manager at that 
time. 

By 1961, there were 2,200 phones being served in White City, Eagle 
Point, Butte Falls, Shady Cove, Trail, Prospect, and Crater Lake. The 
telephone numbers for Eagle Point and White City were ‘Highland + four 
digits. Then they became 446 + four digits, but were quickly changed 
again to 826 + four digits. (The reason given was that too many 
customers were transposing Central Point’s 664 prefix with Eagle Point's 
446.) 

United Telephone Company of the Northwest came about through 
mergers of many of the small companies and by the 1960's, they held 
ownership of the Eagle Point system. It was at that time that they went 


public with stock options. Les Affolter became the manager upon the 
retirement of Mr. Bruegger. 

The equipment received many improvements under this larger 
company. In 1981, they had completed the addition of 1,000 more 
Phone lines plus upgrading the cable lines. The switches had been 
computerized and the system changed to allow customers to install their 
own phones which they also could buy. 

Today Sprint has taken over the exchange and jim Keene, an Eagle 
Point graduate, is the manager. The office no longer houses a 
switchboard with operators and the business is mainly conducted from 
the head office in Hood River. More new phone lines have been added 
and numbers now include 830 + four digits. 


ORGANIZATIONS 


C. B. ROGUES 


The C. B. Rogues were organized in November 64 just in time to be of 
service during the big flood in December of that year. The membership of 48 
were all citizens band enthusiasts and the purpose of the organization was to 
participate in REACT (Radio Emergency Associated Citizens Teams) activities. 
The majority of the members and the headquarters were in Eagle Point. 

Members were from Prospect in the North to Ashland in the South, so 
that motorists in Jackson County were well covered. REACT members 
traditionally monitored channel 9 and would either assist personally or call for 
emergency vehicles when needed. 

Though newly organized, members were well acquainted with citizen 
band radios. Many used them in their businesses; with others it was a hobby. 

During the 1964 flood, urgent communications were transmitted from 
mobile units as well as stationary locations. When the bridges went out, it was 
a member of this organization (and a native of the Upper Rogue) who managed 
to get out with a vehicle and transport clothing, blankets, etc. back across the 
river to the victims. 

In 1965, the C. B. Rogues hosted a jamboree with 95 attendees from 
several states, the greatest distance traveled being from Pennsylvania. The 
affair was held in conjunction with the Eagle Point July 4th celebration and was 
held in the grade school gymnasium with meals being catered at Ed's Oasis. 

Citizens band radios are almost obsolete today since cell phones have 
become so prevalent. The C. B. Rogues only existed for a few years but were 
an asset while in operation. Today, those in trouble can call 911 on their cell 
phones.

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CAMP FIRE GIRLS 


The national organization of Camp Fire Girls was founded.in March 
of 1910 by Grace and Ernest Seton. Members began the program as 
Bluebirds who ‘flew up’ to become Camp Fire Girls. Then after 
completing four levels, they were eligible to become Horizon Girls. 

Bluebird and Camp Fire Groups were well established in Eagle Point 
by the early 1950's. These girls were active in many community service 
projects in accordance with the Camp Fire Law. 

Among the early Bluebird leaders were Miriam Stanley, Joyful 
Bluebirds; Betty Arens, Gay Bluebirds; Mrs. Walter Lee, Playful Bluebirds; 
and Betty Hefley, Singing Bluebirds. 

Betty Bedingfield had a Camp Fire Group named 
Ne-Wa-Can-Tanda. She was assisted by Mary Hanscom. Jessie McGraw 
was the first guardian of the O-Ne-Kizu Camp Fire Group, which had the 
longest tenure. Following her were Dolores Ackerman, Gaynell Krambeal, 
and Betty Bedingfield. 

Only one Horizon Club was chartered with Martha Ansted as its 
first president. 

Many young girls passed through the ranks which offered a wide 
variety of projects in home, health, camping, handicraft, nature, business, 
and citizenship. Maybelle Gray served as advisor for awards. Music also 
played a large part in the program and Harriet Chamberlain was the 
official accompanist.

Eagle Point Museum and Historical Society 


The Eagle Point Museum and Historical Society evolved from the 
Bicentennial Committee appointed by the City Council in 1974. This committee 
was formed in response to a request by the Federal Commission for the 
Bicentennial in an effort to involve all Americans in celebrations of our nation’s 
200th birthday. There were various requirements to qualify as a Bicentennial 
City, receive recognition and an official flag. 

Betty Bedingfield was chairman and Patti Kaiser was secretary-treasurer. 
Among other members were Marie Ostmo, Neva Clifford, Gaynell and Keith 
Krambeal, Betty worked with representatives from other cities in the county 
and Eagle Point did indeed qualify, due to her efforts. 

The biggest project was the establishing of a museum. The committee 
decided to request one of the abandoned ‘early day’ schools from School 
District 9 for this purpose. The Business Association elected to raise the money 
and get the building moved to a site donated by the Ed Dahack family. Those 
who participated had their names on a plaque at the front of the building. 

Ted Hoffman was instrumental in having the foundation built. Ken Dube 
created the iron grillwork for the windows and Carol Barrett painted the inside 
of the building. Several high school students assisted Ted in mounting the bell 
in the bell tower. Keith Krambeal built the chimney with bricks donated by 
LeRoy Bedingfield. The cloak room was converted to a rest room and the wiring 
completed. The time had come to furnish the interior and collect items for 
display. 

It was also time to organize a society as the Bicentennial Committee had 
completed its goals. Membership fees were set at $5 per year. Gaynell 
Krambeal became the curator on a volunteer basis, serving for several years. 

The Southern Oregon Historical Society donated some discarded display 
cases from the Jacksonville Museum and items started coming in. An Open 
House and Dedication was held and Saturday openings were established. 

Since that time the Eagle Point society has submitted its budget to the 
Southern Oregon society and a portion of the county property taxes has been 
designated to the local society, enabling them to hire a paid curator. A large 
addition has also doubled the building size and the collection continues to 
grow. Many citizens have continued as vofunteers to support the museum to 
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help preserve our local history, including Helen Wolgamott, Ernie Redington, 
Beryl Hickson, Arlene Hoffman, Inita Kaiser, Norma Kuyper, Larry and Mickey 
Sherlock, Barbara Adams, Steve Snyder, Mary Hanscom, Cheryl Boatwright, Rose 
Mary Patterson, Celeste Krambeal, Keith Krambeal, Ed Dahack and many more. 


Epsilon Sigma Alpha 


Beta Nu chapter of ESA was chartered in November of 1962. The 
charter president was Marian Vannice. The goals of this organization are 
education, service, and social. 

Two other chapters were sponsored by Beta Nu: Gamma Sigma of 
Eagle Point and Gamma Zeta of White City. Gamma Sigma’s charter 
president was Gaynell Krambeal; Melva Allen was charter president for 
Gamma Zeta. Later chapter presidents included Marie Ostmo, C. 8B. Bates, 
Janet Kimmel, Donna Moore, Gaylene Reader, Sylvia Aurich, Carolyn 
Chamberlain, Carol Steward , Betty Bedingfield, Rose Draper, among 
others. 

Local projects included Christmas baskets, the community 
calendar, camperships to Camp Easter Seal, high school scholarships et 
al. Money was raised to support Camp Easter Seal, the district project; 
Easter Seal Society, the state project; and St. Jude Children’s Hospital, the 
international project. 

To raise money for these projects, an annual golf tournament was 
held as well as raffles, booths at bazaars and the 4th of july celebration, 
and many others too numerous to mention. 

Beta Nu is the only chapter still functioning in the area. 
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4-H Clubs 


The first 4-H Club in Jackson County was organized by Floyd 
Charlev in 1935. It was called the Brownsboro Beef Club but chanaed a 
year /ater to include other animals and became the Lake Creek Wranglers. 
At least 5 generations of the Charlev familv have participated in 4-H. 

Another longtime club with generations participating was the 
Antelope Club. The elder aenerations included Bill and Elbert Biaham. 
beef leaders. Bill’s daughter, Cora Anderson was the home economics 
leader. Don Geren was the dairv leader and ‘Spike’ Malloroy was the 
swine leader. Ron Anderson took over in his grandfather’s absence. 

When the horse project was encompassed by 4-H. the Havburners 
led by Tessie Fisher was one of the 2 first clubs (1955-56). The Desert 
Peaqasus was the third horse club enrolled (1956-57). The leaders were 
James and Alyce Dunn and Keith and Gaynell Krambeal. In the beginning 
this club also included outdoor cooking. When James was no /onaer able 
to handle the duties, daughter Gaynell took over followed by her 
dauahter, Gina Chadd. 

A little later Ed and Joan Mayfield organized the Lake Creek 
Rancheros. another horse club. Also in the Lake Creek area. lodv Walch 
was a long time leader. Jody worked with animal projects as well as 
hamea econamics 

Velma Noble was another person seen for many years at 4-H 
functions. She was a home economics leader and both of her daughters, 
Norma Kuyper and Lauramae Assali have been leaders. 

Today there are numerous clubs in a wide variety of projects. 


JAYCEES 


The Eagle Point chapter of the United States Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, AKA Jaycees, was chartered May 18, 1957. Bert Simmons 
was installed president by Ron James of the Medford Jaycees, the 
sponsoring chapter. 

The Eagle Point Jayceettes organized immediately thereafter, 
assisted by Jean James of the Medford chapter. Esther Simmons was 
elected president. An auxiliary to the Jaycees, Jayceettes are spouses of 
the men’s organization. 

The purpose of the Jaycees was leadership training for young men 
ages 21 - 36 through community service. The auxiliary goals were to 
give help, cooperation, and encouragement to the Jaycees. 

The first project undertaken by the Jaycees was the 4th of July 
Buckaroo Breakfast featuring the local stone ground flour. That was the 
beginning of the celebration of today. 

Some other projects were an auto seat belt clinic, a bicycle safety 
“Road-e-0", and a polio vaccine clinic. 

They led a successful campaign against the use of the former 
Medco train right-of-way as a truck road. Trucks would have had the 
same right-of-way as the trains, thus causing traffic to yield on public 
roads and highways. 

Seeing the need for facilities for youth meetings and other 
activities, they undertook fund raising and construction of the Eagle Point 
Scout Community Building. They were joined in these efforts by many of 
the other organizations in the area. (see SCB in Vol. | and Il) 

Participation in the Medford Pear Blossom Festival was an 
opportunity for public relations and yielded a sweepstakes award in the 
parade as well as members of the junior court in 1959. 

Projects now sponsored by the Community Association that 
originated that originated with the Jaycees include the annual Easter Egg 
Hunt and the Christmas visit by Santa for the children of the community. 

When election time rolled around, the Jaycees assisted KOBI-TV 
with announcing results by acting as “runners” with election returns. 
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they sponsored junior rodeo events and built a rodeo grounds for this 
purpose. They also held timber carnival events on the 4th of July. There 
were many other activities too numerous to mention. 

There is no longer a chapter in Eagle Point, but these energetic 
young men surely left their mark on this community.

The Eagle Point Lions Club was chartered 23 February 1952 with 
the address being given by Ralph Jones, Superintendent of the Grants 
Pass Schools and a close friend of Glenn D. Hale. 

Charter members included Don Ashpole, Don Barnes, Ben Bekker, 
Elmer Beier, Vern Bonebrake, Floyd Bubb, Leonard Bradshaw, Jack 
Caldwell, Shy Callaghan, Ray Cashatt, Willard Cave, Ray Chamberlain, Phil 
Chase, Marvin Cheek, Louis Clave, Jim Clark, Glenn Clymer, Darrel 
Copeland, Edgar Dahack, Clarence Davies, Richard Duggan, S. H. Dye, 
Hugh Eskridge, Don Geren, Glenn D. Hale, George Holmes, J. B. Johnson, 
Don McGovern, Jerry Mosby, Bob Nelson, Jake Olsen, Herb Pruett, Ray 
Ragsdale, Paul Riggs, Tom Sherrin, Stanley Straus, Ray Tresham, Lyle Van 
Scoy, Jim Wallis, Max West, and Jim White. 

The primary purpose of the Lions is the support of the various sight 
and blind schools and clinics throughout the state. They currently 
sponsor the Boy Scout Troop 48 and have participated in many

RESCUE AND AMBULANCE 


By 1962 it had become apparent that one of the most important 
needs for Eagle Point and the surrounding area was an organized entity in 
the case of fire, flood, or emergency medical care. 

When Eagle Point was flooded in 1962, a multitude of volunteers 
came forward to aid the Eagle Point Police Departrnent. People were 
assigned according to their fortes. 

A subsequent meeting was held at the Little Butte School 
gymnasium. The divisions were: Fire Department led by Larry Dodenhoff, 
Fire Chief; Police Department led by Bob Moore, Chief of Police, City 
Public Works led by Oran Chastain, City Administrator; Al Eaton, Medical 
Officer; Art Besaw, Photographer; Transportation led by Karl Robbins, 
Agate Road Rescue led by Bob Assali; Boat Rescue led by Jim Wallis; C B 
Rogues Radio Relay led by Willie Jones, and Brownsboro Rescue led by Les 
Marshall. Keith Krambeal was the coordinator of the volunteers. 

In the days following the flood, fund raisers were held to raise 
money for necessary equipment. A panel truck was procured from Dick 
Chamberlain with a monetary donation from Steve Wilson and outfitted as 
an ambulance. (The nearest ambulance service was Medford 
Ambulance at that time.) That makeshift ambulance with a crew was 
contracted to the local auto racing organization for Sunday races as a 
means of raising funds. 

Don Miles became the first manager and training officer of the 
Eagle Point Rescue and Ambulance which was formed with paramedics 
and anew ambulance. They kept their equipment at the fire hall and an 
office was built next door. 

Papers were granted by the state for non-profit corporation status 
in 1975. Annual membership fees were set as follows: $25.00 per 
family, $15.00 for singles, and $12.50 for seniors. 

At one time. auxiliaries existed in Eagle Point, White City, and 
Shady Cove-Trail. The purpose of these groups was fund raising, 
promotion and publicity, clerical work, and any other needs that might 
arise. 


A Board of Directors was put in place to oversee the business end 
of the organization, allowing the manager to focus on operations. 

In 1979, a log sale was conducted by volunteers, led by Harry 
Hanscom, Bob Kimmel, and Ted Hoffman. This project enabled purchase 
of a new ambulance, cardiac defibrillator, and rescue equipment. 

Another service was the assistance in developing EMS services in 
Butte Falls and Prospect. 

The service covered approximately 900 square miles in area, using 
the school district boundaries. The name was changed to Rogue Rescue 
and Ambulance to reflect the large area covered. A second ambulance 
was added. This occurred in 1982. 

What began as a group of volunteers striving to protect their 
community grew to a large professional organization that lasted thirty 
years. Many citizens owe their lives to the efforts of these dedicated 
people. Today those needs are covered by Jackson County Fire District 
#3 and Mercy Flights Ambulance. 
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SCOUT COMMUNITY BUILDING 


Scoutmaster Lester Marshall approached the Jaycees and asked for their 
help in adding a room to the scout building which stood at the south end of 
Mattie Brown Park. The Jaycees were sponsors of the Boy Scout Pack 48 which 
met in the building, it was little more than a shed and the group had outgrown 
its size. 

Following an extensive community survey, the Jaycees determined that a 
building was needed for public use, especially the youth. They promptly set 
about getting the community behind such a project. 

The goal was to have all or most of the labor and material donated. Each 
organization was contacted and asked to have a fund raiser and seek the 
support of their membershp. Harry Hanscom and Ed Kimmel were co- 
chairmen of the building. 

The building site was on land belonging to the city and a city park was 
incorporated into the plans. Don Kimmel chaired the park project. 
Construction began in February 1960. 

While the initial work was in progress, fund raisers were being held and 
included dinners, dances, logging projects, and pancake breakfasts to name a 
few. Lumber and other building supplies were donated by local mills and 
businesses. Coupons and trading stamps were collected for kitchen items. 
The Lions Club installed the heating system. 

The building was designed so that as many as three meetings could be 
going on at the same time without disturbing one another. Youth groups had 
first choice for use. 

When the building and park were dedicated, Judge Earl Miller was the 
guest speaker. Mayor Ed Putman unveiled the plaque which read "Scout 
Community Building, May 1960, Dedicated to the Youth of the Community By 
Its Citizens". Master of Ceremonies for the ceremony was Stewart Hopper. The 
O-Ne-Kizu Camp Fire Girls planted a tree in the park area and several other 
organizational representatives explained their participation and made some 
donations. The school band provided music. 

A name for the park, "Little Butte Park", was chosen July 4, 1960 by 
means of a contest. 

One of the obstacles that arose in the early days was a blockade across 
the road leading to the building. The obstruction was caused by Margaret 
Peachy whose property was adjacent to the park and the new building. She 
stated that the road was her property, but it was determined that it was and 
had been a public road in constant use for many years. The blockade was 
removed by the police and the matter was resolved. 

An open house was held prior to the official use of the building. Youth 
groups were to have use of the building at no cost. They were to hold one 
fund raiser per year to offset the maintenance costs. Adult groups had rent 
fees according to length of time, etc. 


In 1983, City Administrator Richard Box determined that since the 
building was on city property and was included in their insurance policy, 
therefore it belonged to the city and it was literally seized. The Headstart 
program was given sole possession with an annual rental fee paid to the city. 

Today the building has been abandoned and declared unsafe (due to lack 
of maintenance). What was once an icon of community spirit is now a disaster:

LE ROY BEDINGFIELD 


A native Oregonian, LeRoy Winifred Bedingfield was born 18 March 
1921 at Seaside. As a young man, he was working in Red Bluff, California 
where he met and married Betty Jean Livingston. 

Following a tour of duty with the U. S. Navy during World War II, LeRoy 
and Betty lived at Tokete Falls where he worked for Copco. Later he worked 
for Emory Nye, a Propsect logger, where he received an injury. After 
recovering, he went to work for Gates Furniture in Medford. When an 
opening became available, he went to work for the City of Eagle Point and 
retired as Superintendent of the Public Works Department. 

LeRoy was a reserve police officer for Eagle Point and was respected by 
young and old alike. Though a big man, he had a gentle though firm manner 
that was most effective when dealing with adversity. 

He did volunteer work in many areas; all you had to do was ask. He was 
a volunteer fireman and also coached, as well as managed, Babe Ruth 
baseball. He was a member of the Elks Lodge and a charter member of the 
Eagle Point Men of ESA. 

No one could tell a story like LeRoy! His repertoire was extensive and he 
had the attention of anyone within earshot when he was narrating. 

He was an avid bow hunter and had at least one trophy buck. He also 
enjoyed playing golf: he and Betty often played together. 

LeRoy suffered a fatal heart attack while on an outing in Prospect on 
July 12, 1988. He will be missed, not only by his family, but by the many, 
many friénds he made all over the valley. He will not, however, be forgotten! 
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Don Geren 


A charter member of the Eagle Point Lions Club, Don Geren was 
active until 1999 with nearly 50 years of perfect attendance. Whatever 
the project, he was there. 

/n 1950, he and his family had moved to a 160 acre property on 
Agate Road where he operated a dairy farm with a herd of 50 cows. 

Don had received a bachelor’s degree in dairy science from Oregon 
State University. He was, therefore, ideal for sharing his expertise with 
young potential farmers. He was the dairy leader for the Antelope 4-H 
Club for many years. 

Whenever a school bus was needed for extra curricular activities at 
the high school, you would very likely find Don at the wheel. While 
having a friendly camaraderie with the students, he never let them forget 
who was the ‘ship’s captain’. He also had a regular bus route and thus 
was well known among the students. 

All three Geren children (Steve, Donna, and Leslie) were educated in 
the Eagle Point schools where their mother, Pat, was a home economics 
teacher. 


GLENN HALE 


The primary school on Main Street in Eagle Point is named the Glenn D. 
Hale School, honoring the former Superintendent of Schools, Glenn David Hale. 

Glenn attended Southern Oregon Normal School (now SOU) where he was 
the first student body president. He also started The Siskiyou, the school 

‘newspaper. 

He taught in Klamath County before coming to Eagle Point, having left 
his post in Gilchrist to come here. Eagle Point was in an expansion mode due, 
in part, to consolidation. Glenn's reputation for frugality was key to his being 
hired. 

Glenn came to Eagle Point in 1944. Upon the closing of Camp White, he 
advised the school board to purchase the camp's gymnasium at a price of 
$3500. It was disassembled and moved to its present location at the Junior 
High School. The dissertation for his doctorate was written on just how this 
fete was accomplished. 

Although he was entitled to be called "Dr." Hale, he humbly remained 
"Mr." Hale. He felt that being a part of the community was very important and 
encouraged his employees to do so. He and his wife were very active in the 
Lions Club. 

Glenn retired in 1968. He died 1] September 1980 with his wife, Sylvia, 
at his side. The Hales had three sons: Charles, Frank, and Lloyd. 
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HAROLD HANSCOM 


A native of Eagle Point, Harold was the son of Charles and Zetta 
(Logan) Hanscom, pioneers of the area. He was born at the 420 acre 
family homestead on Stevens Road, later owned by him and brother 
Harry. 

He graduated from Eagle Point High School and married Mary Lilly 
with whom he had three daughters and two sons: Cheryl, Rose Mary, 
Julia, James, and Robert. 

In 1952, Harold and Harry formed Hanscom Brothers Logging 
Company, which grew to be one of the largest in Southern Oregon. Their 
equipment was used in many community projects benefiting, among 
others, the Eagle Point Jaycees, City of Eagle Point, Butte Falls Lions Club, 
Butte Falls Community Church, and the Eagle Point Hunter Safety Classes. 

Harold was especially active in the Jaycee chapter, serving as 
treasurer and president. He actively participated in all their major 
projects, including the Scout Community Building, 4th of July celebration, 
community Christmas tree celebration, seat belt clinics, bicycle road-eos, 
and the 1964 flood clean-up and relief. 

The Boy Scouts was another of Harold’s favorite organizations. He 
served on the Boy Scout Committee, was an Institutional Representative, 
chaired the pack committee and post committee; was advisor to the 
explorer post; and chaired many money making projects for them. He 
also chaperoned many of their outings. 

First and foremost was always his family but he also was an avid 
outdoors man. He not only chose to work in the forests, but he loved to 
go hunting. He lost his life in a logging accident. 


BERYL HICKSON 


This community received many, many years of service from Beryl 
Hickson. It would be difficult to find someone who has given more of 
herself and her time. 

Bery/ Evelyn Sears was born 20 March 1905 in Montrose, Colorado 
and came to live at Derby (between Eagle Point and Butte Falls) circa 
1913. While in high school, she stayed with the family of the Butte Falls 
Superintendent of Schools during the week and then walked home for the 
weekends. She graduated from Butte Falls High School in 1924. 

On 7 May 1925, Beryl married Clifford Frank Hickson, who died in 
1973. Two daughters were born to Beryl and Clifford: Arlene E. 

(Hoffman) and Doris R. (Grosch). 

Beryl was active in the Eagle Point Grange for 70 years and also 
held membership in the state and national organizations. In 1993, she 
was named Outstanding Volunteer for the state organization. 

She went to work for the Eagle Point School District as its clerk and 
held that position for 32 years, retiring in 1973. During her tenure, there 
was tremendous growth in the district, and Beryl was called upon to drive 
a School bus and set up a Cafeteria along with her regular duties. All was 
accomplished with her usual efficiency. 

For nearly 30 years she was Secretary-Treasurer of the Little Butte 
Irrigation District. She served on the Jackson County Election Board from 
1942 to 1997. Among her other interests were the Eagle Point Historical 
Society and the Eagle Point Senior Center. Many honors were bestowed 
upon her for the volunteer hours she gave to these many entities. 

Beryl died 15 May 2002 and is buried at the Memory Garden 
Memorial Park. 
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CHARLIE HOOVER 


Among the more active members of the Eagle Point Grange for 
many years were Charles C. amd Elsie Hoover. Charlie had been born 
in Grants Pass in 1890. When he came to Jackson County he purchased 
hundreds of acres in the White City area. In the 1950's he was selling 
property for $100 per acre. 

Innovative would be a good way to describe Charlie, but no 
matter how unusual his ideas, Elsie was his strongest supporter. 

One of the many projects he tried was the fermenting and drying 
of reject pears. He would spread the pears on the old macadam roads 
once in use as part of Camp White. When they were "ripe", he fed them 
to his pigs. Being very generous, he supplied the pork for the Ground 
Hog Day Dinner put on by the Grange each year. There were some 
who felt the meat was superior because of the pears they had been fed. 

He was also involved with seedling trees. He supplied thousands 
of trees for planting, both conifer and deciduous. In 1959, Eagle 
Point's O-Ne-Kizu Camp Fire Girls planted weeping willow trees supplied 
by Charlie along Whetstone Creek in the White City area. Among the 
girls participating were Marsha and Darla Pulley, Rose Mary and Cheryl 
Hanscom, Cheryl Hefley, and Regina Krambeal. 

Charlie also handed out trees to the school children all over 
Jackson County. When Keith Krambeal ran for office with the Oregon 
Jaycees, Charlie supplied trees to be handed out as ‘favors’ and planted 
statewide. The Hoovers later distributed thousands of trees all across 
the country. 

Charlie died in 1972 but will long be remembered by those who 
knew him, especially recipients of his trees. 


KEITH KRAMBEAL 


Keith was born in Ipswich, South Dakota. The family moved from there 
to North Bend, Oregon where Keith attended the eighth through the twelfth 
grades. After graduating from North Bend High School, Keith attended 
Southern Oregon College of Education (now SOW) in Ashland. 

When the Korean War broke out, he joined the U. S. Army and was 
assigned to the 21st Army Band. He was discharged in June of 1953 and 
returned to SOCE in September, where he 
served on the Student Council and was Junior Class President. He was 
presented a life membership in Theta Delta Phi, men's scholastic fraternity. 

Keith's major in college was education and upon certification, he taught 
at Grants Pass Junior High before coming to Eagle Point. He was certified to 
teach grades 1 through 12, any subject. At Eagle Point, he organized the first 
grade school band in school history. At one point he had the grade school, 
high school, and White City bands, as well as classroom music. 

He also organized the high school's first stage band which presented 
"Oklahoma" with the choir members and drama classes. This band also 
traveled to Reno, Nevada to participate in two international jazz festivals. 

The high school marching band not only played for school football 
games but also played at Oregon State and Willamette Universities' football 
games. As well as the 4th of July and Pear Blossom parades, they traveled to 
Albany and Roseburg Veterans Day parades, from which they returned with 
awards. 

Some of Keith's students were chosen to go to Music in May, an honor 
music festival at Linfield College in McMinville. Others attended the Siskiyou 
Band Camp at Southern Oregon College (SOU) in Ashland. Keith composed the 
Siskiyou Band Camp March, which was played at the concert at the end of each 
session. 

When the Eagle Point Jaycees were organized in 1957, Keith was a 
charter member. He designed and initiated a Community Attitude Survey and 
was awarded this chapter's Key Man Award in 1961]. He was a driving force in 
the construction of the Eagle Point Scout Community Building. He was a 
delegate to three national conventions and in 1963 was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Award. He was a state vice-president in 1963-64 and 
was named one of Oregon's Three Outstanding Young Men for that year. In 
1965, he was listed in “Outstanding Young Men of America’. 

Among the other activities in which he participated were the Easter Seal 
Telethon and Camp Easter Seals; he built a pony cart and helped rebuild the 
dock at the camp. As a Lion Club member, he helped build the stadium at 
Eagle Point High School (now the junior high). He provided road maintenance 
to the Elks Picnic Grounds for BPOE 1168. He was the Testing Officer for the 
Civil Air Patrol and Treasurer for the Southern Oregon Soaring Club for which 
he helped organize and raised funds for their first aircraft. He also was a 
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member of the Medford Trail Riders, Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 6184, and 
Eagle Point Historical Society. 

In the field of youth organizations, he was a leader for a woodworking 
club and assistant leader for the Desert Pegasus 4-H Club. He was a Merit 
Badge examiner for the Boy Scouts. 

Keith and his wife also owned a small retail store in the Greatway 
Shopping Center for nine years. They have five children and nine grandchildren 
who went through school in Eagle Point. Now there are great grandchildren 
attending there. 

Over the years, Keith has made a multitude of friends, especially among 
his former students. He has left his mark on this small community and 
definitely made a difference. 


DON MC GOVERN 


Don graduated from Monroe High School, attended the University 
of Oregon, and received his Bachelor and Master of Science degrees from 
Oregon State University (then Oregon State College). 

While at OSU, he was a member of the varsity swimming team. In 
1939, he swam in Johnny Weismuller’s show during the World Fair in San 
Francisco. In 1963, he discovered and helped rescue four fishermen 
whose boat had overturned at Brookings Harbor. (One of those men was 
Wendell Sessions of Medford.) 

He served in the U. S. Army during World War Il and was in eight of 
the nine major European campaigns. ; 

Following the war, he and his wife, Frances, came to Eagle Point to 
teach. Frances taught in the grade school while Don organized and 
taught the first Industrial Arts class in the high school. He built two of 
the three homes in which they lived. 

Don was professionally active, having organized the Jackson 
County Industrial Arts Association and served as president of the State 
IAA in 1959. He won a national award in outstanding student 
woodworking projects from the Ford Foundation. His students built 
grandfather clocks, fiberglass boats, and cedar chests, as well as the 
usual occasional tables and bookcases. One advanced student built a 
Violin. Four former students became Industrial Arts teachers in Oregon 
schools. 

Also active in community affairs, Don was a charter member of the 
Eagle Point Lions, judged the hobby shows at the Veterans Administration 
Domiciliary, served as Master of Ceremonies and judge for the 4th of July 
activities, and was a member of the Eagle Point Volunteer Fire 
Department for five years. 

A Councilman for the city for eight years, he also contributed 
material and labor for benches used in the City Hall and City Library. He 
also made and painted the first street signs for the city. 

There were other contributions too numerous to mention. Let us 
not forget someone who gave so much. 
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REV. DELL E. MILLARD 


Rev. Dell E. Millard came to Jackson County in 1919 as pastor of 
the First Christian Church in Medford, later serving that denomination in 
Central Point. 

An entrepreneur, Rev. Millard purchased land along Highway 62 
near Shady Cove in 1934 with real estate development in mind. He is 
reputed to have been a good promoter. 

About this time the Eagle Point School District hired Rev. Millard to 
reorganize their music courses which he did with great success. He 
taught a well established course on a part time basis until 1942. 

Over the years, Rev. Millard collected native rocks which he used in 
creating a garden around his home in Medford. In 1945 he opened the 
Chapel of Rocks and Roses there (at the intersection of Eighth Street and 
Oakdale Avenue). His purpose was to provide a beautiful setting for the 
Camp White servicemen and their brides. He became known as “the 
marrying preacher". 

Another of his endeavors was as an announcer for KMED Radio. 

In the 1950's, he and his wife established a small church on 
Hammel Road where a good many of the people from Eagle Point and 
Shady Cove were married. 

Rev. Millard retired in the early 1960's and removed to Arizona 
where he died in 1965. 


VIOLA POMEROY 


Many lives were touched by this fine lady who was a teacher for 
many years in our end of the valley. Viola Pomeroy was born 29 July 
1906 in Medford, a daughter of Charles and Ina Talent. She was a 
granddaughter of A. P. Talent, for whom the town of Talent was named. 
There were four other children in the family of Charles and Ina: Etta, 
Doris (also a teacher), Jeanette, and Meril. 

Following her public school education, Viola attended Oregon 
College of Education at Monmouth. She also attended Southern Oregon 
College of Education (now SOU) at Ashland. Her first teaching position 
was near Cottage Grove. She also taught at Gold Hill and Rogue River. 
Next she taught at the Antioch School where her duties also included 
keeping the stove filled with wood and cooking lunch on it for the 
children. 

Viola married William Pomeroy in June of 1929 and they lived on a 
ranch on East Evans Creek Road. She often rode the range checking 
cattle with her husband. They rode from Beagle west of Shady Cove, 
north to Trail. They later moved to a ranch on Highway 62 near Eagle 
Point. Here they had irrigation and it was not unusual to see Viola out in 
the fields, helping with the farm work. 

Viola took a teaching job in the Eagle Point School District and 
most usually taught fifth grade. She and Bill had a son, Charles, who also 
taught in Eagle Point. Viola retired in 1967 and Charles, too, is now 
retired. 

Among her educational activities was Delta Kappa Gamma, a 
women’s educational sorority. She also was a member of the Oregon 
Education Association as well as the National Education Association, for 
which she was a delegate to several conventions. 

Knowing the problems that arise with irrigation in this area from 
personal experience, Viola was elected to the Board of Directors for the 
Eagle Point Irrigation District. Being interested in local history, she also 
was a volunteer for the Jacksonville Museum. 
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Viola served for many years as a Precinct Committeewoman and was 
active in the Jackson County Republican Women. She was elected a delegate to 
the National Republican Convention in 1976. 

Feeling the need to really retire, Viola moved to the Rogue Valley Manor, 
where she died 10 March 1984. 


Rogers’ Rogue River Ranch 


lt was announced on 20 May 1941 that Ginger Rogers, Oscar 
winning actress, had purchased 470 acres east of the Rogue River and 
380 acres on the west side. The property on Rogue River Drive was to 
have been developed as a dairy while Angus cattle would be grown on the 
opposite parcel. 

When World War II broke out, the east side property was sold to the 
government and became a part of Camp White. Thus the west side parcel 
became the dairy ranch. A residence was also constructed there and it 
was named the Rogers’ Rogue River Ranch. 

Leila Rogers, mother of the actress, spent a great deal of time 
there. She was an author and it was ideally quiet for her writing. 

Ginger also frequented the ranch. During the war, it was not at all 
unusual to see her in the valley at a bond rally or at a military affair, 
encouraging the troops. 

Russell Ebert was hired as the original manager of this ranching 
endeavor. In later years, the Medina family operated the dairy for her. 

After retiring, Ginger spent even more time at the ranch. Earline 
Thompson was her personal secretary and at the time of her induction 
into the Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts, Earline and her 
husband, Mert, were among the guests in attendance. 
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BILLY SKEETERS TINGLEAF 


Billy Skeeters Tingleaf nee Ranney was born in Valier, Montana 
28 September 1912. She came to Brownsboro from Prospect as a 
single parent with two young children, Dian and William Joseph 
Skeeters. Her sister, Montana “Monte” Gilhousen owned and operated 
the Rogue River Lodge for many years. 

Billy enjoyed the out of doors, especially gardening, and she had 
an avid interest in the history of this area. She established the 
Brownsboro tavern which she operated for ten years. She later retired 
as a cook from the Veterans Administration Domiciliary in White City. 

The Brownsboro Tavern changed hands several times after Billy 
sold it and has ceased to exist after an 18 wheel truck and trailer left 
Highway 140 and landed in the middle of the building. (Fortunately, 
the hour was late enough for all customers and employees to have left 
the building.)

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More to Remember 


Eagle Point has been endowed with a richness not enjoyed by every 
community. The people who made their homes in and around the town, 
as well as the other Upper Rogue areas, were interested in making a good 
life for themselves and their neighbors. There was a camaraderie known 
to the pioneers that still existed well into the 1970’s. Unfortunately, it 
began to disappear as the population began to grow by leaps and 
bounds. 

There have been so many who were important to the 
conglomeration we know as community. This is a meager attempt to pay 
tribute to them. 

Living on an acreage on the Rogue River were two brothers who 
contributed an great deal to area water conservation. Bill and Bud Jess 
were interested in water for agriculture and recreation and willingly 
Participated in the education thereof. Bud mainly farmed their land while 
Bill actively promoted proper usage of this valuable resource. The William 
L. Jess Dam on the Upper Rogue is named for him. 

It is well documented that Bob Moore was instrumental in creating 
an effective police department. He was also an active participant in the 
organizing of the Eagle Point Rescue and Ambulance. He later became 
the City Administrator. 

Bob was hired as a police officer under Oran Chastain and his 
family moved to Eagle Point from Grants Pass in 1962. His wife, Donna 
was an administrator for Rogue Valley Physicians’ Service until retirement. 
She was an active member of ESA’s Beta Nu. Together they reared four 
children: Jeff, Janis, Rusty, and LeAnne. 

A native of Eagle Point, Helen Wolgamott will probably be best 
remembered for Her work with the Avenue of Flags. She has been busy 
in other areas, too. Having an energy rarely matched, Helen works with 
the Grange, Historical Society, VFW, Garden Club, Rogue Valley 
Genealogical Society, and the annual All School Reunion. 

Helen’s husband, Rick, taught in the Eagle Point schools and died 
as a young man from a condition resulting from his time in the U. S. 
Navy. Left as a widow with 3 young children (Riki, Carla, and Jayson), 


Helen returned to the work force and retired from the telephone company 
at White City. 

Eagle Point also contributed a number of employees to the Jackson 
County Road Department. Harold Meyer served as Road Superintendent, 
while Elmer Harnish, Dennis Boren, Ron Young, Mike Boren, and Ron 
Stelle have all been Supervisors. Others include Jack Jones, Russ Stelle, 
Bud Damon, and Lloyd Breeding, Equipment Operators; George Adams, 
Equipment Superintendent; Darrel Wallace and Walter Leuenburgh, 
Engineering, Laura Wehinger, Signs; Sherryll Wallace, Secretary; Peggy 
Pitts and Gaynell Krambeal, Accounting; and many, many more. 

Another person who should be remembered is Ted Hoffman. He 
was a World War I! veteran who was injured while serving. Ted met and 
married Arlene Hickson and had two sons, Dustin and Barry. He was 
further injured working in the woods and had to learn to walk using leg 
braces and crutches. After extensive rehabilitation. he again returned to 
the woods. In 1967, he was named Oregon Handicapped Worker of the 
Year. 

Far over two decades, the young hunters in the Upper Rogue had 
Ted to thank for their hunting skills. He will long be remembered for his 
instruction in that area. He also played a Jarge part in establishing the 
VFW post in Eagle Point among other things. For all he accomplished, it 
is difficult to think of Ted as being handicapped. 

Among those who stepped forward to serve as mayor were Ernie 
Gregg, whose wife, Emily, taught in the grade school; Don Ashpole of a 
pioneer family, who was a realtor in Medford; Ted Hoffman (above), Shy 
Callaghan, (see Dedication); Rose Draper (Mrs. LeRoy), who was the local 
librarian; Laree Linder (Mrs. George); Bob Kimmel, previous owner of 
Kimmel Trucking and married to Janet nee Zimmerlee of pioneer Johnson 
family (see vol. i); Ed Putman (see Putman vol. Il); Steve Bartlett, who with 
wife, Helen, opened and operated a much needed pharmacy; Aunold 
Faubion, who operated (1) a grocery store with wife, Shirley, and daughter 
and son-in-law, Bonnie and Amber Thornburgh, and (2) the hardware 
store. 

Polio hit the area in the early 1950’s. Anna Zander, Pat Geren, and 
Harold Kingery all were stricken and went north for treatment. Upon 
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their return Harold went to work for the Oregon Department of 
Transportation, Pat Geren resumed teaching; and Anna Zander went to 
work for the telephone company. Each of them worked at those. jobs 
until retirement. 

Following World War Il when Camp White became a Veterans 
Administration Domiciliary, Eagle Point found a rare type of trees growing 
along Little Butte Creek between Highway 62 and Ed’s Oasis. They were 
called ‘bottle’ trees and were created out of liquor bottles with wire 
hooks tossed up in the deciduous trees. The residents of the ‘Dom’ 
would walk to Eagle Point’s liquor store and make a purchase, which 
when drained became a tree ornament. When the park was established 
and the brush cleaned out, the bottles disappeared. 

Wherever you find cattle ranches, you will find wranglers gathering 
for contests during their free time. One location for these activities was 
at the home of Jim and Thora West on Reese Creek Road. 

Jim was a well known ferrier and horse trainer. After many years in 
that profession, he had the opportunity to go to Vanderhoof, British 
Columbia in Canada and work at a less physical job, so he and Thora 
made the move circa 1970. 

Steve Wilson grew up on a ranch at Sams Valley. He and his wife, 
Eva, farmed until Camp White took over the land at Sams Valley. Steve 
was drawn to the timber industry; they started out small but grew as time 
went by and soon owned several mills and had an extensive logging 
enterprise, including the trucks to transport logs to the mills. As his 
empire grew he established a truck shop complete with fuel facilities. 

He was always looking out for his employees and their families and 
had the respect of the entire area for his generosity. 

Ed Leaming was the welder at the shop, while brother, ‘Red’ Wilson 
ran the service station. Glenn Nelson operated a cat, building roads and 
Rudy Weidman drove a transport truck, hauling equipment to the jobs. 
Some of the many truck drivers were Lloyd Mynatt, Jan Dusenberry, Lan 
Dusenberry, Neil Dusenberry, Lester McFall, Rick Chamberlain, Tim Palm, 
Tom Short, and Bill Short. 


The mills are gone and the bright red trucks are gone but the shop 
location is still there, being operated by his son, Richard, who has his 
own trucking business. 

Another person who contributed a lot was Rudy Weidman, 
affectionately called ‘Uncle Rudy’ by some of the young folks. The idea 
that ‘it takes a village” is not new in Eagle Point. Rudy was among those 
in this village who was forever looking out for the kids. He always had 
time to chat with them, giving advice when asked, and he never hesitated 
to remind them that “| brought you kids up better than that".

She and her husband, 
Eugene, owned and operated a service station where the present AM-PM

There were bingo games held at the Oasis for the 
Little League and benefit dances for various funds. Ed was always willing 
to help out. High school graduation was held at the Oasis at one time. 

He also donated property for the museum, the bridge, and the park. 

These are just a very few of the many, many people who helped 
make this area the wonderful place it has been for living and rearing a 
family. Hopefully newcomers will learn from those who have gone 
before, remembering that a community needs involvement.
